No Hope from Republicans. 


During the present administration no. honest 
effort has been made to protect the people 
from these monopolies. The republican party 
controls the executive and legislative depart- 
ments of the federal government. It can en- 
force the laws which now exist; it can propose 
and enact new laws, but it does neither. No 


| persons can watch the conduct of the republi- 
|, Can party and read the speeches of republican 


leaders and still believe the republican party 
Sincere in its declarations against the trusts. 

The republican platform on this question and 
the president’s letter of acceptance, taken in 
connection with the party’s record, prove con- 
clusively that no relief can be hoped for from 
that party. Instead of pointing out the evils 
of trusts the republican leaders spend their 
time in exulting over present conditions. The 
trust is a part of present conditions, and Mr. 
Flint, from which I have already quoted, de- 
clared that the formation of large corporations 
was one of the important features of what he 
described as the present business activity. If 
republican leaders realiy negarded privata 
moropoly as an evil; if they really intended 
to apply an effective remedy, they would not 
hesitate to denounce trusts and suggest mé@ans 
for their extermination, but they express far 
more solicitude for the corporation than for 
the people at large. One is reminded of the 
picture which a mother once showed to her 
boy to impress upon his youthful mind the suf- 
ferings of the Christian martyrs, who were 
being thrown into the arena and torn to pieces 
by the lions. The boy looked at the picture 
for a moment, and then his face brightened 
up as he thought he caught the idea. Point- 
ing down into one point of the picture, he said: 
“Why, mamma, there {s one poor little lion 
that isn’t getting a bit.’’ It is even so with 
the republican leaders. Their sympathy goes 
out freely to any corporation, which, In their 
opinion, is not getting its share, but they are 
not moved by the hardships imposed by monop- 
olies upon all who are outside of the charmed 
circle. Three sessions of congress have con- 
vened and adjourned since the president’s 
inauguration, and yet he has never recom- 
mended a specific measure looking toward the 
overthrow of monopolies. 

Paper Money Trust. 

At the opening of the last session of congress 
the republican leaders pressed through the 
house and senate a bill creating a paper money 
trust and surrendered into the hands of the 
national banks complete control of the national 
currency. Just as congress was ctosing a farvci- 
eal and hypocritical attempt was made to de- 
ceive the public by the introduction of an 
anti-trust amendment and an anti-trust bill. 
The amendment was not necessary and was 
intended to deprive the states of the power 
which they now possess, rather than to confer 
upon congress new authority. This vicious 
amendment was defeated in the house by the 
democrats. The republican leaders then con- 
fessed the amendment unnecessary by intro- 
ducing an anti-trust bill, which. was supported 
by the democrats, but which died in the senate, 
just as it was expected to die. The republi- 
can majority in the senate referred the bill to 
the judiciary committee against the protests 
of the democrats, who urged its immediate 
passage. The republican party draws its con- 
tributions from the-trusts during the campaign, 
and pays back its obligations by leaving the 
people at the mercy of ‘the trusts between 
campaigns. 

Let us note briefly the effect of the trusts 
upon various classes. Reference has already 
been made to the commercial traveler, the 
hotel keeper, the railroad, the liveryman and 
the newspaper. 


The Effect of Trusts. 


The lawyers are finding that with the growth 
of trusts the business is_ gravitating toward 
the offices of the big corporation attornevs, 
while less fortunate practitioners are becom- 
ing law clerks. 

The actors suffer from the theatrical trust. 

The small manufacturer is constantly mve- 
naced by the trusts. 

He does not know at what moment some 
large corporation will attempt to monopolize the 
business in which he is engaged, and give him 
his choice between bankruptcy and participa- 
tion in an industrial conspiracy against the 
rest of the country. Many have been driven 
into the frust organization by the larger cor- 
poratiogs engaged in the same business, wor 
by trusts formed to ¢ontrél iron, steel, tin 
plate, of some other product psed as a basis 
for further manufacture. In what business can 
your son safely invest a small amount of capi- 
tal today? If he starts into any independent 
business he will find it difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to compete with a large organizA&tion if 
it attempts to undersell him in. his territory, 
because it can sustain itself, by collecting 
high prices in other parts of the country. If 
he suprresses his moral obligations and takes 
stock in a monopoly, he does not know how 
soon those in charre may attempt to ‘‘freeze 
out’’ the smaller stockholders. 

The merchant is losing his independence. The 
trust fixes the terms upon which he shall sell, 
and often binds him by contract not to sell a 
competing article... When the monopoly is com- 
plete credit will be shortened, and the mer- 
chant will be compelled to bear all the risks 
of trade. When fhe trust raises prices, the 
merchant usually has to divide the advance 
with his customers, so far as stock on hani 
in eoncerned, but when the trust overstocks 
the market and then lets the price fall, the 
merchant must bear the loss on accumulated 
stock, When, for instance, the American Steel 
and Wire Company closed several of its fac- 
tories a few months ago and threw some 6,000 
employees out of work, it Gropped the price 
of nails and barbed wire in order to work off

Admiral Denies That the Men of the 
Chicago Have Been in Jail.

TAKES CARE OF M’KINLEY, TOO 


Ohio Man Arraigns Bryan and His

Delphi, Ind., September 15.—Senator 
Marcus A. Hanna addressed the republi- 
cans of the ninth congressional district of 
Indiana hewe today. A large crowd had 
assembled at the train and a procession 
escorted the senator to the courthouse 
square, where he addressed an audience 
of about 5,000 people. Congressman 
Charles B. Landis acted as chairman 
of the meeting and introduced Senator 
Hanna, who was greeted with great ap- 
Plause. Senator Hanna said: 

‘The people of the United States, with- 
out respect to party, admire and horor in- 
tegrity and honesty of purpose. Now, 
my friends. when !{t came to the gelection 
of who should be the candidate of the 
opposing party—I might say—but let us 
call it the cuckoo party, for the purpose 
of assembling it laughter) It was a 
desperate chance for Mr. Bryan, because 
already under the influences which gov- 
ern the business and commercial] world— 
influences and laws which are infallible 
as the laws of nature—there began to be, 
throughiout the business world, a very 
serious question of doubt among the 
democrats whether it would do to re- 
nominate this man upon the Chicago plat- 
form. That feeling and the growth of 
sentiment had been so strong, and it was 
growing stronger every day. that when it 
came to close quarters at the Kansas 
City convention Mr. Bryan was obliged 
to bring together all the forces at his 
command, and using the influence of the 
populists, the socialists and all the isms 
that pervade politics, he issued the edict~— 
unless you will again reaffirm the Chica- 
go platform upon the silver plank I will 
not be your candidate. I was afraid he 
would not be. (Laughter.)

Standing in the 
presence of twenty or thirty prominent 
business men in Boston a month ago—I 
Was present at that gathering—it was an 
informal meeting considering the practi- 
cal questions of campaign, and we asked 
Senator Hoar for his views—that grand 
old man, laboring under the solemnity,

time, he said: 
“Gentlemen, you all know that I have

one of the many important questions, 
and as long as my party stands upon the 
foundation, the principles of which was 
the beginning and baptism of its life, I 
he said,

Hoar, ‘because, like my friends, Senator 
Lodge and Senator Hanna, I know the 
motive which inspired the action on his 
part to ratify the treaty. You told me 
then, but I could hardly believe it: was 
true, and now I see that it was true and 
that he is acting the part of a consum- 
mate hypocrite in all his connection and 
advocacy of his opposition to the prest- 
dent on that question.”’ 

“And I repeat here, and I will repeat it 
from every rostrum where I have tHe op- 
portunity, that the action of Mr. Bryan 
and those who are following him in his 
contest’ on this Philippine question has 
been one of hypocrisy and deceit from 
the beginning and will continue to be so. 
Mr. Bryan and those who are assisting 
him on the rostrum are attempting to 
deceive the people of this country into 
the belief that it is against the best in- 
terests of this country and its prosperity 
that we shall keep the Philippines: that 
it is against precedent, against the very 
act of independence. And-I say to you, 
my fellow citizens, that he has not yet 
proposed-er offered any single measure 
different from the line purposed up to this 
time by our president. If he were presi- 
dent of the United States he would have 
the same power and no greater power 
than has William McKinley today. 

“Connected with this question of im- 
perialism, which everybody knows is sim- 
ply an expansion of our territory under 
conditions with which we are all fa- 
miliar, it has been charged that the re- 
publican party is prompted by motives of 
greed; that with us it' is purely a question 
of commercialism. Well, I am a business 
man and I understand what that means 
exactly and I am willing to go anywhere, 
before any audience and discuss the com- 
mercial side of the question with Mr.

Collieries of Lackawanna Region | 


Compelled To Shut Down 


———$————— 


United Mine Workers Declare There 
Will NWdt Be Enough Workmen 
To Keep the Operators 
Busy for Any Length 
of Time. 


Seranton, Pa., September 15.—Nearly all 
of the collierles of the Lackawanna re- 
gion that were not closed down yesterday 
began operations this morning, but before 
noon arrived they were one by one forced 
to suspend, until only a few of them were 


doing an¥thing at all and these few were 
go badly crippled by shortage of hands that 


under ordinary circumstances the operat- 
ors would have given up the attempt to 


work them: 

The officers of the United Mine Work- 
ers claim that no one except the exempt- 
ed engineers, firemen and barn bosses and 
pump runners will respond to the whis- 
tles Monday morning. The operators, one 
and all. say they do not know what the 
men will do, but ate firmly convinced 
that a majority of their employees are 
opposed to striking and that the general 
shutting down of the collieries is due 
to the fact that the reckless breaker and 
driver boys turned out and prevented the 
anti-strike miners from working. Be- 
Neving this the operators will open up 
as usual on Monday and give work of 
some kind to any men who put in an 
appearance. 

The Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern Company is determined to at least 
keep some of its nineteen collieries Z0- 
ing. The bosses went among the men to- 
day offering full protection and special 
favors to all of its men of known anti- 
strike proclivities if they would report 
Monday morning. If there are not enough 
men on hand to start up all the collieries, 
those who do respond will be congregated 
in a few of the collieries and put to 
work. How many promises they received 
was not disclosed. 

Organizer Ditcher today offered to Sher- 
iff Proyer, free of expense, the services 
of 25,000 sober, reliable adult members 
of the union to act as deputy sheriffs 
and maintain a constant guard of the 
mine properties. The sheriff said he would 
consider the proposition. The number of 
men and boys idle today in this district, 
covering the Lackawanna and Wyoming 
valleys, is estimated at headquarters to 
be fully 40,000. 

The superintendents of the different min- 
ing companies here were in conference 
again today, and from now on they will 
meet daily. They have thoroughly re- 
viewed the situation and while deploring 
generally the strike of their employees, 
they do not see how it is possible to 
change from the decision heretofore made, 
namely, the impossibility of granting any 
incréases in wages and the determina- 
tion not to recognize the United Mine 
Workers of America. 

General Superintendent Loomis, of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Com- 
pany, is looked upon as the head of the 
superintendents’ organization. Today he 
said: 

“The position of the companies is thor- 
oughly defined and there will be no de- 
viation. We have conferred and while we 
think the men have been ill advised, we 
are decided that none of their demands 
shall be met. A line of action has been 
determined on and this will begin on 
Monday morning with the blowing of the 
breaker gongs caHing the men to their 
work. Those who respend will be given 
places in ‘one of the central mines so as 
to be employed together and the work 
and safety .better assured. A supply of 
stock coal now in sight can meet the 
immediate demands of upward of two 
weeks, after which time must come a 
coal famine, or the inrush of bituminous 
coal that will wipe out a large part of ine 


anthracite market, unless the men now 
deluded by false hopes return to work.

The 
lights were small incandescent globes and 
they were jigh up on poles, but they 
were numerous and relieved the city from 
the darkness that has hung over it for 
the last week. | 

Street cars were run on two street's 
during a part of the late afternoon and 
bicycles made their appearance for the 
first time. The streets heretofore have 
not permitted of their use. In different 
parts of the city much progress was made 
in clearing up debris. The best work in 
this direction wi done along the shore 
line of the gulf on the south side of the 
city. During the day bodies were found 
at frequent intervals and just at sunset 
seven were found in the ruins of one 
It is expected that more will be 
found tomorrow, as the working gang 
that today found the seven bodies will 
clear up some debris where it is known 
that fifteen people were killed. 

Will Rebuild at Once. 

The residents of Galveston are plucky 
in the extreme in their determination to 
rebuild and make Galveston a greater and 
better city than it ever has been before. 
but fn one direction at least they have 
suffered a loss that is beyond repair, and 
that Hes fn the extent of territory wrest- 
ed from them by the storm. The waters 
of the’ gulf now cover about 5.300.000 
square feet of ground that was formerly 
a part of Galveston. This loss has been 
suffered entirely on the south side of the 
city, where the finest residences were 
built, facing the gulf, and where land 
was held at a higher valuatio n than in 
any other part of the city, with the ex- 
ception of the business district. 

For three miles along the shore of the 
gulf this choice residence property- ex- 
tended, and the shore line was so chang- 
‘ed by the storm that at low tide the water 
is 350 feet! higher along the entire three 
miles. In the eastern part of the city 
there are places where 360 feet {Is less 
than the actual amount of ground taken 
from the city. It is a fair estimate, 
The 
foundation piles of the Beach hotel, which 
was burned two years ago, now stand in 
the water. Before the sto rm there was 
a beach in front of the hotel site nearly 
400 feet wide. There is no possibility of 
any of this land being reclaimed. 

Every hour brings Galveston nearer to 
normal conditions and the improvement 
of each day shows a decided gain over 
that of the preceding. It will be weeks and 
possibly months before the city will be in 
good running shape, but matters are fast 
rounding into a condition, wifich,. compar- 
ed to the existing chaos in the early part 
of the week is comfore agd happiness. 
The great immediate need of the city 
at present is money—not subscriptions, 
but cold, hard cash, It is needed in every 
direction and for a multitude of purposes. 
The most important of these is to pay 
the men who are cle&ning up the streets. 
Adjutant General Scurry said today: 


““‘I*have not a dollar to pay the men who 
are working in the streets all day long I 
am not able to say to u single one of 
these men, ‘you shall be paid for your 
work.’ [ have not the money to make 
good the promise. I hope and believe that 
the country will understand the situation. 
We must have this city cleaned up at any 
cost and with the greatest speed possible. 
If it is not done with all haste, and at 
the same time done well, there may pe a 
pestilence and if it once breaks out here 
it will not be Galveston alone that will 
suffer. Such things spread and it is not 
onty for the sake of this city but for oth- 
ers outside of this place that I urge that 
above all things we want money. The na- 
tion has been most kind irf its response to 
the appeal of Galveston. but from what I 
hear, food and disinfectants sufficient for 
temporary purposes, at least, are here or 
on the way. The country does not under- 
Stand; it cannot understand, unless it 
could visit Galveston, the awful destitu- 
tion prevailing here. Of all the poor peo- 
ple here, not one hag anything. A major- 
ity of them could not furnish a single 
room in,.which to commends house keep- 
ing, even though they had the money to 
rebuild the room, These people have ab- 
solutely nothing except what is given 
them by the relief committee, They are 
in a condition of absolute want, they 
lack everything, and save for the splendid 
generosity of the nation they would be 
utterly without hope.” 


The city water, which was turned on 
vesterday afternoon for a short time, was 
on again this morning, in full force, and 
will remain so from now on. The water- 
works. never badly damaged, have been 
put into a condition that affords an abun- 
dant supply of good water on every hand. 
The mains were thoroughly flushed this 
morning. and for several hours the hy- 
drants were allowed to play into the gut- 
ters. the effect being one of great im- 
provement. Ever since the istorm there 
has heen a mass of dark, foul-smelling 
slime over parts of all the streets and 
its presence was a menace to public 
health as long as it was allowed to exist. 
This has now been almost entirely clearcd 
away. and the intense odor that filled 
the city during the early part of the 
week has in consequence been greatly re- 
duced. 

The work of burning bodies is still going 
on, they being hurried to the fires as soon 
as possible after being taken from the 
water. All of last night and all of today 
there have been numerous great fires 
along the shore, and in every one of them 
there were anywhere from three to twen- 
tv bodies. There is no longer the slight- 
est attempt at identification. No effort 
is made to ascertain whether the body 
is that of a white or colored person. All 
of them have beem so long in the water 
under a blazing sun that it would be ex- 
ceedingly difficult to derermine the iden- 
tity of anybody unless by the clothing, 
and in most cases the bodies are entirely 
destitute of garments. Pull them out of 
the water as soon as seen and throw them 
in the flames as soon as taken from (the 
water is the order, and it is most effect- 
ually carried out. The residents of Gal- 
veston are of the opinion that there are 
more dead than the outsiders coming in 
are generally willing to admit. It is be- 
yond all possibility that any actual count 
will ever be had, but the best evidence 
obtainable, and allowing for those bodies 
which have been cast up by the waters 
after being once thrown into. the gulf 
and twice counted, and for the\numbers 
that were carried out to sea and will 
never be heard of, a total list of the dead 
cannot be far from 3,000 and is under that 
figure rather than over it. The people of 
Galveston say that they know that it 
will amount to anywhere between 5,000 
and 10,000. and the estimates are for the 
most part in the neighborhood of the 
larger figure. 

General McKibben gives the estimate 
of 1.000 in the city of Galveston alone. 
All up and down the coast there has been 
loss of life that will not be learned of 
for weeks and months, if ever. The total 
number of dead from the storm in this 
state cannot be far from 4,000.

ed in placing the gangs of laboring men 
into something like order, and the work 
of cleaning up the city is progressing 
upon a@ much more systematic manner 
than at any time heretofSre. The re- 
sults are consequently greater. For three 
days he has struggled, in addition to the 
other manifold duties that have been 
thrust upon him, with the task of get- 
ting the laborers to work according to 
some previously determined plan, and he 
has at' last succeeded. 

Forage for the horses ts badly needed. 
There have been tons and car loads of 
supplies received from all parts of the 
country for the suffering residents of 
Galveston, but not a wisp of hay or a 
bushel of oats has come in for the ani- 
mals. 

General McKibben said before leaving 
this morning for San Antonio: 


“T am not an alarmist and I cg not 
predict a pestilence; but I think things 
are coming to that point where pesti- 
lence may be possible unless prompt 
measures are taken, and there is nothing 
that will be so effective as fire. The 
water mains are working now and there 
will be no trouble in“ controlling the 
flames.’’ 


Provisions continue to come in from all 
points, but there is need for it all. The 
supplies are handled in an excellent man- 
ner and there is no waste. Stringent or- 
ders have been given that all people who 
attempt to procure more than their right- 
ful proportion of the supplies shall be 
punished, and there have already been 
several arrests for the offense, 

Several cars of supplies came in this 
morning from point's in Texas and two 
barges laden with government. stores 
came in this afternoon. 


FORTIFICATIONS AT GALVESTON 


Board of Engineer Officers Will 
Make an Examination. 

Washington, Septerm*S-er 15.—With a view 
to the restoration of the fortifications in 
th» harbor of Galveston, if such a thing its 
possible, General Wilson, chief of engl- 
neers, this morning orgarjzed a board of 
engineer officers consisting of Colonel 
Henry M. Roberts, stationed at New 
York; Major Henry M. Adams, stationed 
at New Orleans; Captain Charles 8S. Riche, 
stationei at Galveston, and Captain Ed- 
gar Jadwin, statiogd at New York, to 
meet at Galveston at the call of the senior 
officer, about October 20th. The board is 
irstructed to make a careful and critical 
examination of the jettics and fortifica- 
ticns of Galveston, and to report to the 
chief of engineers what action is neces- 
sary for the repair and restoration of the 
fortifications and harbor works. 

Acting Secretary Meiklejohn has recelv- 
ed a telegram from Mayor Jones, of Gal- 
veston, saying: 

“The people of the city of Galveston de- 
sire to return to you their heartfelt thanks 
for your assistancs in their hour of trou- 
ble and affliction.’’ 

He also received a dispatch from Rep- 
resentative R. D. Hawley, thanking him 
for sympathy expressed and aid furnish- 
ed by the war department. After de- 
scribing conditions, Mr. Hawley says: 

“The destruction is so great we have 
been compelled to make our conditions 
known and ask for the sympathy and aid 
of mankind. If you deem expedient no 
greater service could be done than to use 
such agencies as you may have for unt- 
versal information concerning our unhap- 
py fate.’’ 

A dispatch was received from General 
McKibbin stating that there are plenty 
of doctors in Galveston, but that disinfec- 
tants are badly needled. 
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RELIEF WORK IS GOING ON. 


Sayers Leaves the Distribution to the 
Local Committees. 


Austin, Tex., September 15.—The ad- 
vices reaching the governor today are to 
the effect that the relief work is peing 
thoroughly systematized in Galveston and 
storm-swept points along the coast. Gov- 
ernor Savers will leave the work of re- 
lieving the situation in Galveston largely 
to the local committees there and will 
honor the drafts of the chairmen for 
amounts as they are needed. In the mean- 
time the governor will Place himself in 
touch with the needs of the various other 
small places requiring assistance and in 
this way the money so liberally donated 
will be made to go as far as possible. Re- 
ports reaching the governor today from 
Galveston indicate that the relief work is 
progressing very well and that the worst 
is about over. 


EIGHT THOUSAND LIVES LOST. 


Mayor Jones, of Galveston, Makes an 
Estimate for Sayers. 

Austin, Tex., September 15.—Governor 
Sayers last night received the following 
official report.from Mayor Jones, of Gal- 
veston, as to conditions there: ‘ 

“Galveston, Tex., September 14.—Hon. 
Joseph D. Sayers, Governor: After the 
fullest possible investigation here we feel 
justified in saying to you, and through you 
to the American people, that no similar 
disaster has overtaken any community or 
section in the history of our country. Ths 
loss of life is appalling and can never be 
accurately determined. It is estimated at 
5,000 to 8,000 people. There is not a home 
in Galveston that has not been injured, 
while thousands have been destroyed. The 
property loss represents accumulations of 
sixty years and more millions than can 
be safely stated. Under these conditions, 
with 10,000 people homeless and destitute, 
with the entire population under a stress 
and strain, difficult to reelize, we ap- 
peal directly in the hour of our great 
emergency to.the sympathy and aid of 
mankind.

Texas,” 

The information reaching here from an 
official source states that reports of pro-

DESCRIBES GALVESTON FULLY. 


Description of the Flood-Raked City 
Is Given. 


Dallas, Tex., September 15.—The News 
tomorrow will print. the following graphic 
account of the Galveston storm, written 
by Mr, L. J. Wortham: 

‘“T have seen Galveston island since 
wind and wave touched its every home 
with disaster and put into the goul of 
everything that survived the hideous 
holocaust gf a living sorrow. My trip to 
stricken island was replete with as inany 
distressing incidents and scenes as can 
come to the experience of a single in- 
dividual of impressionable temperament. 

‘The train which carried me to Texas 
City, from whence I made my way acruss 
the bay on a limping schooner, was 
crowded with men and women hurrying 
from almost as many places throughout 
the country to Galveston in quest of 
families and relatives from whom no 
tidings had been received and could not” 
be had since the catastrophe, of the de- 
tails of which each and every one feared 
to hear. Men and women talked and 
—— and hoped, but in it all 
the

re was more of. apprehension and less 
of comfort with each mile of progress to- 
ward the wreck-strewn bay. Some sat 
with that pained and tense jook which 
creeps like a 8 w into the eye of a 
dumb animal; others sought consolation 
in subdued conversation with comrades; 
others still looked into each other's face, 
reading each other's thoughts through 
the mysterious currents of that wondrous 
telegraphy that knits human souls to- 
ether in frightfw ordeals of woe and 
Feil to sobbing; still others, seeking 
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neither companionship nor solace, gazed 
out upon the mainland where had been 
flung by the pranks of wind and wave 
the battered and broken flotsam of their 
rude and merciless game of havoc and 
death. I walked and rode all over the 
island under the escort of Sealy Hutch- 
ins, who hag passed his life in.Galvestqn 
and belong to one of the best and 
wealthiest families of his native city. He 
showed me the physical evidences of the 
wrath of the tornado and flood. The 
west end of the island and the east end— 
the only divisions the city seems to reck- 
on—now vie the one withethe other in 
the grewsome labor of deciding which 
suffered the greatest wreck of life and 
property. The contest has not been set- 
tled. It will never be unt!l the sea shail 
yield up its dead. unnumberab:e and un- 
recognizable to the living, and the main- 
land hall restore its wreck. These 
things they will never do. 

From Twentieth street to Market, a dis- 
tance of about five blocks, it is estimated 
that there must have been 800 lives lost. 
Houses were tossed about by wind and 
water like match boats and smashed into 
tinder. 
thing survived the maelstrom. 

At the foot of Twentieth street the mos- 
aquito fleet finds anchorage. This con- 
sists of vegetable and produce boats that 
ply back and forth between the mainland 
and the city. They provide for many 
men and involve the support of many 
families. They were lashed together in 
pulp almost without exception. Entire 
districts embracing the most populous 
residence sections of the town, are laid 
waste along the beach, extending weil 
toward the center of town where the di- 
vision line runs between the east and 
west. not a house stands, and mark the 
once-contented homes of hundreds of fam- 
flies, many of whom have been destroyed, 
while in nearly every case only a remnant 
or §two is left. grief stricken and with 
the everlasting element of panic in their 
thoughts, to take up life anew. 

It is difficult to go into details, either 
as to property or loss of life. No man on 
Galveston island can do that now with 
accuracy, and it is doubtful if this can 
ever be done. There are or were 40.000 
people on Galveston island last Saturday 
when the hurricane leap€®d out of fhe 
northeast. What the assessed property 
valuation was I do not know. but it was 
larger than of any city in Texas. Men 
in whose judgments I c@n have nauzht 
but confidence tell me that not less than 
one-third of the property value of Gal- 
veston was swallowed up in the grind- 
ing vortex of storm and flood. No man 
looking upon the scene will question this 
estimate. He is more likely to advance 
it. Certainly not less than 6.000 lives have 
been destroyed and twice that number 
made homeless. Meanwhile no one has 
escaped loss and still other thousands 
than those already considered are clerks, 
mechanics and laborers out of employ- 
ment. and therefore without the means 
or the prospect of acquiring them with 
which to repair their homes and make 
them habitable. The strane’ and ready 
hand of charity must reach out to these. 

The work of relief is coming and should 
continue to come from every quarter of 
the habitable earth where men and wo- 
men sympathize with the stricken. 
- But now the work of restoring and re- 
patldina Galveston is at once the un- 

ending purpose of Galvestonians and the 
mission of humanity. The fajat-hearted 
may have faltered. It is miraculous that 
the stoutest have not done so. The rail- 
roads are rebuilding their bridges to the 
mainland. the elevator companies are re- 
pairing damages, the wharves are being 
rebuilt and everv commercial interest is 
reviving under the one universal] impress 
‘O Wipe Out as speedily as possible all but 
the memory of the ealamitv which has 
shocked the great soul of humanity. _ 


LEVEL PEKIN TO THE GROUND, 


Troops Will Be Unable To Pass the 
Winter in the City. 

Pekin, September 8. via Shanghai, Sep- 
tember 15.—It is announced that owing to 
the impossibility of getting the railroad 
through before winter sets in, all the 
Russian forces will be withdrawn and 
will make Tien Tsin their headquarters. 
This is causing speculation as to Rus- 
sia’s policy. .The occupation of Pekin 
during the winter is practically impos- 


sible, for a large hody of troops, unless 
railroad connection be re-established. 
Some favor levelling Pekin with the 
ground before retiring to Tien Tsin. 


Gave a Day”s Pay to Galveston. 

Norfolk, Va., September 15.—The move- 
ment to swell the relief fund for the Gal- 
veston sufferers is bringing good! results, 
up to tonight about $2,500 having been re- 
ceived. The riggers employed in the 
equipment department at the Norfolk 
navy yard today unanimously donated 
one day’s pay to the relief of the Gal- 


veston sufferers. It is probable that 
other forces employed in the yard will 
follow this example. There are 2,300 men 
employed in the yard, 


Omaha Sends Funds. 

Omaha, Neb., September 15.—Mayor 
Moores has sent $4,000 and forwards fo- 
morrow anotner $1,000 raised here for

ment now in force prohibiting the ex- 
portation of arms to China. This is be- 
lieved to be a strong measure of pre- 
caution against a reoccurrence of the de- 
termined assault on foreigners. Demand 
is also mado for a reduction of the Chi- 
nese forces holding Taku and Woo Sung, 
which are the main coast defenses, re- 
spectively. of Pekin and Shanghai, to 
keep open a more secure route to these 
cities. 

The question’ of indemnity and how it 
will be paid is a serious problem. The in- 
demnities are divided into three classes, 
those payable to the states, to the socie- 
ties and to individuals. The amount which 
the various states will demand will reach 
an enormous sum, and the ability of Chi- 
na to meet them with cash payments 
causes concern. Great Britain’s indemni- 
it is belleved here, will be not less 
than 60.000.000 francs, while Russia’s wiil 
not be far below this . France’s indem- 
nity will be insthe neighborhood of 30,000,- 
000 francs and that of the United States, 
it is thought, will not be so large on ac- 
count of most of the American troops 
going from the Philippine islands. In or- 
der to meet these great claims, it is pos- 
sible that some reforms in the internal 
administration of China may be necés- 
sary, though their nature is not yet con- 
sidered. It is said that Russia has not 
heard from her minister at Pekin for 
some days, and ihe messages of M. Pi- 
chon, the French minister at the Chinese 
capital, are also delayed, thus not per- 
mitting the government to gain any new 
knowledge in regard to the evacuation 
terms. which are to be given these offi- 
cials. It is asserted here that France and 
Russia are acting in perfect harmony, 
and that they will certainly remain in ac- 
cord in their negotiations for peace. 


HARD FIGHTING IS RESUMED. 


Chinese Are Attacking Villages and 
Outposts, 

Pekin, September 10, via Shanghai, Sep- 
tember 15.—A squadron of the Sixth cav- 
ulry will leave here tomorrow to relieve 
a native Christian village, which was 
uttackei by boxers, forty-six miles south- 
east of Pekin. 

-Several small parties have been at- 
tacked between Tu Ye Chow and Hoskia 
Wan, where British and American troops 
are stationed. 

The Russians have received word of 
reverses in Manchuria. where two hun- 
dred miles of railway has been destroyed 
and a number of stations have been 
burned. There has been much fighting 
and many Russians have been killed. 
Three regiments have left Pekin on 
their long overland march to Manchu- 
ria. 

A gradual reduction of the Russian 
forces in Pekin has begun. Five regi- 
ments have already been withdrawn, 
leaving eight thousand Russians here. 
The total of the allies’ forces is now 
about 70,000, of which number 22,000 are 
Japanese. Baron Nishi, the Japanese 
-ninister, favors the withdrawal of 15,0u 
troops to be held in reserve in Japan.

PEKIN WILL NOT BE GIVEN UP 


Russia Is Now Sending More Troops 
Into China and Will Insist on a 
Government. 


London, September 15.—Lord Saulisbuly 
is back at. his post. Sir Chih Vhep Lu 
Feng Luh, the Chinese minister, had a 
cenferen# at the foreign offtce yesterday 
with Lord Salisbury. The United States, 
German, French and Russia representa- 
tives were also present.

The Associated Press, how- 
ever, hears from circles in close touch at 
the foreign office that a definite exposition 
of the diplomatic situation and the aims 
of the powers may be expected early next 
week, together with some inkling 4s 
to how it is proposed to attain the 90- 
jects in view, but that at preseur the 
main point of discussion continues to be 
the qu2stion whether the powers shall 
or shall not evacuate Pekin, This, it is 
reasserted, is already provisionally -sci~ 
tled negatively By Great Birtain and 
Yermany, who are hopeful of gaining the 
united adhesion of the powers tO @ Lempo- 
rary postponement of the scheme. In the 
opinicn of diplomatists the way hat been 
somewhat cleared for the accomplishment 
of this by the recent notes from St. Pe- 
tersburg explaining that Russia’s real in- 
tent is wholly different frem the meaning 
deduced from the text of the original pro- 
posal, as intimating that Russia may 
compromise, Considerable importance 1S 
attached to the semi-officia] starement 
that Russia recognizes the impossibility 
of the allies leaving Pekin unless the Chi- 
nese government immediately enters s0 
that there shall be no tnterval without 
a government. Additional confirmation 
of this view is found in the fact that 
Russia has resumed sending forces to 
China. This is entirely contrary to the 
supposed spirit of the Russian note, and 
prepares observers for a change of plans 
after the spparent failure of the policy 
favored in the original note. 

Officials in London take little stock in 
the carping complaint of the Russophobes 
though they are fully alive to the poss!- 
bility of a Muscovite move in some un- 
expected quarter and, perhaps also, some 
surprise for Germany. They point out 
that many allegations of intrigue founded 
on the most trivial incidents and others, 
like the report that Li Hung Chang is 
traveled under the protection of Rushia 
alone, have already disproved. ‘They 
deprecate the attempts to manufacture 
international friction from such petty 
causes. 

Lord Salisbury’s return to England has 
quickened speculation as to the date of 
the general election. Nobody outside the 
premier’s political surrounding knows tne 
date of the dissolution. But the king- 
dom will be in the throes of an election 
during the course of a few days. A pfo- 
clamation will, in all probability, be signed 
at the council which the queen will hold 
at Balmoral Monday. It is likely that 
the date determined upon will be Septem- 
ber 25th. 

President Kruger’s arrival at Delagoa 
Bay will suffice as a basis for the British 
government to assert that the war Is over 
and the conservatives will appeal to a pre- 
sumed grateful nation on what is known 
here as the “‘khaki issue;”’ in other words, 
the military issue. There is keen and in- 
creasing activity everywhere on both 
sides, but even the stanchest party news- 
papers admit the liberals vill enter the 
struggle leaderless and disunited and in 
a general state of confusion practically 
rrecluding success. 

To add to the misfortunes of the liberal 
rarty, physicians have ordered Mr. John 
Morley, on account of the coal trouble, 
to refrain from all speech-making for 
several months. The liberals, thus, gn the 
eve of election, are deprived of the ser- 
vices of one of <cheir most active ora- 
tors. 

James R. Keene, who sailed for the 
United States today, said to a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press: 

“IT have had a long summer’s relaxation 
from business and | am going home con- 
ficent that after the camvalgn in the 
United States commercial affairs will ex- 
perience a period of great prosperity. I 
have talked with President Cassatt and 
many other Americans and Englishmen, 
end all were of the same belief, that there 
is practically no limit to the possibilities 
of American trade in Europe. We have so 
much to sell and can sell so cheaply that 
there seems to be no branch of trade in 
which we will be unable to successfully 
cempete. I believe this includes coal, 
though of course there is a lot of humbug 
circulating about the amount of the trans- 
actions already accomplished. The scar- 
city of English labor due to the men being 
abeent at war, combined with the scarcity 
of ships due to the same cause, has en- 
abled mine owners to advance prices and 
in due time these conditions will be raodi- 
fied. But England will have to keep a 
large standing army in South Africa end 
this will require transports. So, until new 
ships are built the prospects will largely 
prevail, enabling the United States to ob- 
tain a permanent footing in the markets. 
My racing experience has been pleasant, 
but we have little preference between 
England and the United States. We in- 
tend to send more horses here.” . 


BRITISH TROOPS 
OCCUPY BARBERTON 


French’s Cavalry Crosses the Mountains 
and Surprises the Boers. 


PRISONERS ARE RELEASED 


Forty-three Locomotives and Rolling 
Stock Are Secured. ~ 


HUNDRED OF KRUGER’S MEN WERE TAKEN 


Bulk of French’s Force Is Thirty-five 
Miles Behind the Advance 
Guard. 


London, September 15.—Lord Roberts 
reports to the war office under date of 
Septembe 14th as follows: 

“French occupied Barberton yesterday 
with the cavalry which he took across 
the mountains. He met slight opposition, 
the enemy being completely surprised. 
Twenty-three officers and fifty-nine men 
who were prisoners were released, and 
forty-three loromotives and other rolling 
stock were captured. The former will re- 
lieve us of great difficulty. as we had to 
put up with a few rickety engines. 

“French reports that he has sufficient 
supplies for three weeks for his force 
and for a week for his horses. One hun- 
dred Boers with many Mauser rifles and 
a% quantity of ammunition were capNred. 
There are large quantities of cattle and 
sheep in the country. 

“French intercepted large convoys, 
Showing that Barberton was used as a 
depot of supplies for the Boers in the 
south and southeast. The bulk of 
Irench’s force is still thirty-five miles 
behind the cavalry owing to the diffi- 
Culty of gtting the wagons over the pass 
leading to Barberton.”’ 


Fighting Among Themselves, 
Lourenzo Marques, September 15.—Boers 
who arrived here yesterday evening aver 
that the burghers are fighting amoung 
themselves at Helspruit, and are looting 
and burning buildings. 


Ask for Intervention. 

The Hague, September 15.—The Boer 
delegates, Messrs. Fischer, Woimerans ana 
Wessels, have addressed an appeal to all 
nations for intervention in South Africa. 
They asset that the South African re- 
publics have shown themselves to be 
worthy of liberty and that they will con- 
tinue to struggle to the last breath 
against Great Britain’s attempt to anni-

1 of the 14th instant concerning ‘the con-

feydants in this case such an iniustice 
that we feel called upon to publish 
the world the true facts in the case, 

“On the 14th instant a negro man, NApo- 
leon Anderson, had a warrant issued for 
the arrest of two United States 
| marshals. charging them with 
| his sugar cane. The men gave bond and 
immediately swore out a warrant charg- 
ing the negro with interfering with them 
in the discharge of thefr duty. The ne- 
gro was arrested and handcuffed. the 
' marshals refusing to allow the justice of 
the peace who issued the warrant to fix 
bail. The marshals then left with 
negro for McIntyre, the nearest 
| station, ‘to take the train for Macon. 
| There was a large number of citizens in 
Irwinton on that day, the Cotton Growers’ 
| Association being in session, all of whom 
felt that the marshals were doing the-ne- 
gro a great injustice by carrying him 
off to jail simply because he had taken 
legal steps to protect his property. Mr. 
D. B. Baum, who had stood the marsh- 
als’ bond, went to the sheriff and asked 
him to go to McIntyre with him, as he 
wished to come off the marshals’ bond, 
as they had refused to allow the negro 
bail. 

“The sheriff, Mr. Baum 
the citizens went over to 
make some arrangements 
bail for the negro, and if necessary, to 
accompany him to Macon. When ffiey 
reached McIntyre Mr. Baum informed the 
marshals that he would come off their 
bond, as they had acted harshly to- 
ward the negro. The marshals 
consultation and then informed Mr. Baum 
that they would release the negro with- 
out bail and asked him to remain as their 
bondsman, which was done. 

“The next night the marshals returned 
to this negro’s home to arrest him, but 
he saw them coming and concealed him- 
self. The next’ morning the negro came 
to Irwinton and reported the matter. A 
meeting was\ held by the white people 
who thought the negro was being perse- 
cuted, and as the result twenty of the 
most prominent men in the county ac- 
companied him to Macon and went to the 
courthouse, where bond was given. 

“While there the marshals swore out 
warrants against the clerk of the superior 
court, the sheriff, the county solicitor and 
another gentlemen, charging them with 
conspiring against the )vernment by 
having the negro swear out the warrants 
in order to keep the marsnals from inves- 
tigating certain stills in the county.

Even 
the commissioner admits that the negro 
acted in good faith. The testimony show- 
ed that’ these men knew nothing about 
the whisky stills in the county. The 
commissioner says that fhe solicitor ad- 
the negro to swear out the war- 
rants; also that the sheriff swore that 
he was acting under the orders of the so- 
licitor when he went to rearrest fhe 
marshals. Every word of this is untrue, 
as the record of the testimony will show. 
The Telegraph said in reference to fhe 
defendants’ lawyer: 

“Judge Ross made an eloquent and 
earnest plea for his clients, showing that 
no intentional wrong had been done. The 
speech was considered one of his best.’ 

“There is not a particle of truth in this 
statement. The district attorney saw 
that the whole charge was so unfounded 
that the warrants were dismissed on his 
own motion. Judge Ross did not even 
address the commissioner. If the de @nd- 
ants’ lawyer made that eloquent and ap- 
pealing speech, it must have been in the 
office of The Telegraph; but if we are 
to judge by the injustice received at’ the 
hands of The Telegraph, it must have had 
but little effect. 

“The cause of all this trouble 
from the fact that’ the marshals over- 
rated themselves and tried to run rough- 
shod over everybody. No one was 
posed to punish them for stealing the 
cane, and every one of these defendants 
would have assisted them in settling the 
matter. But after the marshals saw that 
they could not bluff everybody, they 
brought these charges to cover up their 
own actions. There is no connty in the 
state of Georgia which is more opposed 
to the traffic of whisky than ours. No 
people would more readily assist the 
marshals in enforcing the law than these 
gentlemen, who have been unjustly ac- 
cused. Both our senator, who is secre- 
tary of this meeting, and representative 
voted for the Willingham bill, and in 
doing so voiced the sentiment of our peo- 
ple. If any man should attempt to run 
a whisky shop or still in Irwinton he 
would be driven from the town in less 
than twenty-four hours.

| Greenville, S. C., September 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The congestion of the cotton goods 
| market in the far east and the high pre- 
vailing price of cotton have combined to 
the most serious ¢ondition which 
the cotton of this country have 
ever faced. A prominent mill president, 
who is at the head of more than one estab- 
lishment and interested in many others, 
today gave this statement to the writer: 
“The price of heavy goods is so much 
| below the cost of production and cotton 

being scarce and late, the price -anging 
| from 10% to 11 cénts, that all the mills 
| on that of goods in this section, 
numbering more than twenty, and using 
probably 225.000 of cotton per an- 
num, will commence next week to.run on 
short time in order to relieve the situa- 
tion. These milis have never shut down 
or run on short time before in their whole 
history.” 

Another cotton mill president said two 
weeks ago that the mills would shut 
down if it were not for the demoraliza- 
tion of the labor and the guffering such 
action would entail upon the operatives. 
The action now agreed upon confirms this 
statement and it is believed that if the 
mills consulted only their own financial 
advantage they would shut down freely 
until] the gituation improves, but running 
on short time will keep the operatives at 
work until better thmes come. The mille 
that will soon run short time include the 
largest and most {important cotton fac- 
| tories in the south, such as Pélger and 

*iedmont, which find their principal mar- 
ket in China and the orient. The mille 
making fine goods are not in the Hst, 
though the high price of cotton is affect- 
ing them also. 

Despite this phase of the case, cotton 
mil] stocks are quoted at remarkably stiff 

prices and there is no loss of confidence

WHAT THE SCHOOL WILL DO. 

The new school will be under the direc- 
Georze Powell, the well Known 
agricuitural authority, formerly connect- 
ed with Cornell university. Mr. Powell 
said the school is the outcome of appeal 
for instruction from the weary toilérs of 
great cities eager to ury new fields and 
pastures green if only they might obtain 
sufficient knowledge to avoid disaster. 

While the school will be thrown open to 
all comers, irrespective of age, sex or 
previous condition of servitude, Mr. Pow- 
ell thinks it should especially attract the 
attention of women, offering as it does 
inestimable advantages in studying the 
practical, profitable methods of the man- 
or farm. Mr. Powell has received hearty 
encouragement and support from trustees 
of the botanical gardens to which pupils 
will make journeys. ‘Shey will also go 
to New York to study market conditions 
and methods of packing. 

In spite of last season’s extraordinary 
drought, by methods which would aston- 
ish old-time conservative farmers, Mr. 
Powell took $00 worth of strawberries 
from less than an acre of ground. It is 
to the inculcation of such methods applied 
to small holdings that the new school 
will mainly turn its energies. Mr. Powell 
Says the day of intensive culture has 
come, and merely scratching up a large 
tract of land is no longér a paying thing. 

Pupils wil] have textbook work to ob- 
tain a sufficient knowledge of chemistry, 
but the course will be mainly practical 
work. Like Swanley, the school diploma 
will qualify pupils to take positions as 
landscape gardeners, florists, ete. Mr. 
Powell maintains that a woman can earn 
more money as a gardener than as a 
teacher with a quarter of the preparation 
and a mere fraction of the fatigue. 

Or pupils may go in for  bee-Keeping, 
poultry or dairying by purchasing or rent- 
ing a bit of land. 

Or several women, by buying adjoining 
land. maye raise fruit, vegetable, poultry, 
flowers, etc., on a commercial scale, ana 
by co-operation utliize labor, machinery, 
etc., to the greatest possible advantage. 
This outdoor life would release women 
from the slavery of clerkships and poorly 
paid positions-in the city, and beside se- 
curing to them better health, would en- 
able, them. while earning a living, to en- 
joy homes of their ow. 

Every branch of floriculture and agri- 
culture will be taught, and women who so

desire may not only learn to bud and 
graft. plant and raise small fruits, but

Mr. Powell and Mr. Law are both warm 
advocates of and believers in the profit 
of small holdings, scientifically managed 
Mr. Law has demonstrated that. the de- 
mand for the best is large and increasing 
and the supply is inadequate. : 

Would-be agriculturists who groan in 
chains in the city will be allowed to take 
special courses suited to their state of 
bondage, for there is complete freedom 
from red tape about this new enterprise.

' Tuesday afternoon, September 17th—Pre- 
sentation of the tablets by Governor John- 
ston and Secretary the com- 
mander of the Kearsarge, ones for 
the Alabama in trust to be delivered when 
the latter ‘warship its put in commission. 
At this ceremony ex-Secretary Hilary A. 
Herbert will speak on board the Kear- 
sarge. 

On the evening of the 17th a grand ball 
will be given on the flagship of the north 
Atlantic squadron, in the harbor. On the 
th Secretary Long, Governor Johnston 
and Governor Rollins will review the sail- 
ors and marines of the North Atlantic 
squadron, the state troops of New Hamp- 
ehire and civic organizations. 

On the afternoon of the 18th there will 
be tendered Governor Johnston and party 
a reception by the city of Portmouth, and 
that evening a splendid banquet will be 
given by the state of New Hampshire at 
the Wentworth. On the 19th a visit to the 
White mountains and to the top of Mount 
Washington will be made, under the aus- 
pices of the state. 

Returning, Governor Johnston and party 
will go to Concord and be tendered a Fre- 
ception at the capitol city. 

Very many other invitations have been 
received by Governor Johnston from other 
cittes and “towns of New Hampshire, but 
he has left all arrangements to General 
William P. Chadwick and the staff offi- 
cials of New Hampshire, each one of 
whom has shown the most courteous, del- 
icate and kindly consideration in direct- 
ing all matters connected with this his- 
toric visit. 

The Southern railway has been exceed- 
ingly generous and lspitable in making 
every provision for the comfort and well- 
being of the party. The New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad and the 
Boston and Maine railroad, each one 
transports Governor Johnstan’s care over 
their roads, feeling that it is a great na- 
tional event. 

Governor Johnston goes on this mission 
‘not only as governor of Alabama, but 
as a typical southerner as well, belonging 
as he does to a family which contributed 
five brothers to the confederate army, one 
of whom was a brigadier general, one a 
Ileutenant colonel, two were captains, and 
one midshipman. The five brothers were 
wounded twenty-one times upon the field 
of battle, and one was promoted at 
Gettysburg for gallantry from the rank 
of lieutenant colonel to that of brigadier 
general. 

Governor Johnston’s party consists of

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trained nurses as volunteers. Ix 
were called to the Philippines; many 
unteered their services and went 
this country to the British 
bound for south Africa, and now 
our own country again comes the disaster 
at Galveston. The best of management 
and even providential blessings cannot 
avert for some time to come the neces- 
sity of medical aid of all kinds, and the 
accompanying relief afforded by trained 
nursing. 

Besides these disastrous events that 
call for disciples of the famous Florence 
Nightingale, physcians and surgeons of 
today require in almost all important cases 
that their nursing be done by trained 
women, and not by 
family, uninitiated in the proper care of 
the sick. Indeed trained nursing has be- 
come such an important factor in the 
care of the sick in private homes, as 
well as in hospitals and sanitariums, that 
there are those who go to the extreme 
and declare that the skilled trained nurse 
is more essential in the average sick room 
than the physician himself. 

The profession of trained nursing, so 
akin in dignity and importance to that of 
medicine, is, therefore,- one that cannot 
be assumed because an ambitious young 
woman imagines that is her vocation, but 
one to be striven for, worked up to and 
proficiency in it is only acquired by those 
who combine with intelligence, industry 
and earnestness of purpose a willingness 
to sacrifice herself, her feelings and sen- 
sibilities when ever occasion requires it. 

There is probably no calling of woman 
requiring more self-sacrifice of her than 
the vows of the nun in those orders 
where absolute subservience in every re- 
spect is required. 

It is for this reason that probably only 
two out of every three women who be- 
come novices in trained nursing finish the 
course or are recognized as experts and 
allowed to practice or act as nurses. 

Like everything else they undertake, 
the voung southern women who have 
adopted trained nursing as a profession, 
make a success of it and there are as 
many as eight young Georgia women who 
have within the last few years arisen to 
the highest record required of the train- 
ed nurse. Without exception, these wo- 
men are representatives of the best fam- 
flies and have been educated for any vo- 
cation in life they might select, and it is 
sald by those in position to know that 
within the past two years this profession 
of trained nursing has absorbed some 
of the best brains and talent and ma- 
terial among America’s young woman- 
hood. 

A northern physician in commenting re- 
cently ugon tre success of young southern 
women as nurses, remarked that there 
was always a demand for them. “Their 
low vitched voices, their easy, gentle 
manner of speech and their natural 
warmth and sympathy of nature make 
them especially adaptable to the pro- 
fession. I recall,’’ he continued, ‘‘a pa- 
tient requesting when a nurse was re- 
auired that he be sent a certain young 
southern girl who read so effectively to 
a friend of his the dialect stories of the 
southern writers. ‘I want to hear the 
stories of Joel Chandler Harris and 
Thomas Nelson Page read in their native 
tongue,’ he said, and his wish was gratl- 
fied. : 

“There is a great deal of romance as- 
sociated with the profession. I hear my 
sentimental girl readers reflect, but I am 
forced to remind them that there is far 
more of the practical in it than the ro- 
mantic. and that they needn't believe all 
the romance they hear, a statement that 
willsbe indorsed by the many young wo- 
men who have gone into it with romantic 
notions and come out sighing from the 
effects of the practical side.’’

DeGive. for instance, has never been oil 
the boards, yet he can tell instantly the 
commercial and artistic value of any at- 
traction offered him, much hbetter than 
any of those who appear before the fouot- 
lights. It seems to be a fact that the 
artistic temperament is too enthusiastic 
fo be practical, and I recall no event 
conducted by musicians in this. city in 
the last forty years which has not been 
disastrous financially. Our officers are 
cultivated gentlemen, fond of mysic, give 
a great deal of time and attention to the 
association. they are conservative busi- 
ness men, and have all made a success 
of their own affairs. In addition, they 
are among our most generous subscribers. 
We really fee] that the management could 
hardly have been improved upon, and the 
reason to feel so is because the box of- 
fice receipts make such a splendid show- 
ing. You may sometimes doubt your best 
friend. but the statements of the box 
office are to be relied upon strictly.”’ 

‘Have there not been some criticisms, 
however. of the management?’ 

“O, yes, millions. But these, of course, 
we cannot regard while the box office is 
so complimentary. We have ten times 
the criticisms the lecture association has 
met with. The reason is simple. There 
are about ten people in town who think 
they know all about lectures, but there 
are at least 5,000 who are perfectly sure 
they could run a concert to perfection. 
Our box office showed a large increase 
last season (not from reserved seats of 
regular subscribers, but non-members.- 
Do you know what showed the largest re- 
ceipts of any night?

This 
was the most ultra classical of the course 
and consisted in one man playing a long 
severe programme of scientific music, yet 
there were 1,500 people in the audience, 
who sat with rapt, almost breathless, at- 
tention through it all. What a tribute 
to the refinement and culture of our city! 
But everybody wasn't pleased. The very 
next day a gentleman called at our of- 
fice and said, ‘that was the poorest show 
I ever saw last night; my father used to 
have an old negro, Uncle Jim, who could 
beat that fellow fiddling all to pieces.’

Pledges Himself Never To Use Veto, 
if Elected, To Strangle Full and 
Free Competition for Pub- 
lic Franchises and 
Utilities. 


I 8S. Mitchel! made public the platform 
upon which he is seeking the nomination 
for mayor of Atlanta, in a speech nefore 
an enthusiastic and attentive audience at 
the courthouse last night. : 

The meeting, in the su- 
perior courtroom, had been advertised to

begin promptly at 8 o'clock 

It began on time. Mr. Mitchell was in- 
troduced by Colonel A. J. McBride in a 
simple little address lasting only a few 
minutes. Mr. Mitchell was greeted with 
applause when he stood up to begin his 
address. He read from typewritten manu- 
script and made no attempt at oratory. 

His address dealt comprehensively with 
all of the various issues of the campaign. 
He declared explicitly that he had no 
wish to evade-a single issue and that he 
was ready at any time to declare himself 
on any public question. 

When at the very outset of his speech 
Mr Mitchell made an unequivocal decla- 
ration in favor of competition in all pub- 
lic utifities, and pledged himself if elected 
mayor never to use the power of veto to 
strangle such competition, his words were 
heartily applauded. 

Again he said: 

“Let me urge you, my fellow citizens, 
not tO-support any man who is a tool of 
any corporation, or who is owned and 
controlled by any other man. Great harm 
will result from the administration of any 
man who is bound up with other men for 
uniawful and selfish purposes.” 

This was received with an outburst of 
sharp applause. 

Hig remarks about the public school 
system and the military companies of the 
city. and his advocacy of a Whitehall 
street viaduct, a new union station and 
a universal eight-hour law were greeted 
with applause. 

Later when he announced that he was in 
favor of giving white men the preference 
in all city positions of whatever grade or 
character, and that he believed that all of 
the public school janitors should be white 
men, the audience applauded enthusiastic- 
ally. 

When Mr. Mitchel] concluded, Colonel 
McBride made another short address 
touching on the subpect of bribery and 
vote buying. 

“If any man comes to you,”’ he said, 
“and offers to buy your vote, When you 
are in such dire distress and present need 
of money that you are compelled to accept 
his proposition, for God's sake make such 
amends as you can by voting for some 
other candidate than the one you are paid 
to vote for.”’ 


Address in Full. 


Following is Mr. Mitchell’s speech In 
full: 

Mr. Chairman and Fellow Citizens: I thank 
you for this cordial greeting tonight. While 
I am pleased at the presence of this represen- 

‘tative gathering, yet, I do not take it as a 
personal compliment to myself, for I know 
that you are gathered here as citizens of At- 
lanta, deeply interested in her welfare and 
bent on doing that which is best for her. 
Whatever may be your esteem for any indi- 
vidual in this race, I fe>] that this is an hour 
when personal preference should be cast aside 
and every man shoull make his choice with 
an éeye single to the interest of Atlanta. 

I do not consider ‘hat I have any clainis wpon 
the votes of my friends and fellow citizens un- 
til I have made myself 2lear on all issues and 
rroven my sincerity in the cCevotion I bear to 
the interest of Atlanta at all times. Born with- 
in sixteen miles of this city, having lived here 
ever since a boy of ten years old, having been 
connected with her business interest all these 
yeirs, doing all that I conld to promote her 
prcgress and welfare, I feel that I do not ask 
the people of this city too much when I seek 
the high honor of mayor of Atlanta. 

We have a great witv; year by year she has 
developed until tonight she stands the focre- 
moet city in ell the south. 

Skall this progress continue, or ehall her 
growth be checked by the jrejudice and self- 
ishness of the few who prosper at her ex- 
pense? For one, I want to see her continue to 
grow and expand until she can take her place 
beride the great and prosp*rous cities of the 
east. You can aid her growth and prosperity 
by casting your votes for a man wlio Nas not 
any selfish interest at stake, and one who 
seeks the office simply for the honor that it 
carries with it and the good he may do the city. 
Or, you can ninder her in her onward move- 
rant by placing a man at the head of affairs 
who is controlled by other men, or who seeks 
the office for a selfish motive. 

I feel that the good people of this city love 
Atlanta too well to place an inexperienced man 
in this high office. I know that they are too 
Wise to give it to any chronic office seeker. 

You have the choice in your power and I 
believe you will use it wisely, guided by vour 
heart and conscience. 

We are confronted, my fellow citizens, with 
sonie impurtant issues. Th-se questions must 
be met and decided fairly and fearlessly. I 
have never yet attempted to dodge an issue. 
I have never been charged with withholding 
my opinion on important questions. Neither 
have I been noted for waiting to see how the 
néjority of the people stood. I am now ready, 
and I have been ready ever since I entered 
this campaign, to tell th: pecple how I stand 
on every issue. 

Foremost, and the one that has 
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last man to give my conkent to have these 
salaries cut.

The progress that che colored children are 
making should cause us to halt and consider 
what the result will be In the years that are 
to come I want ‘to make a special plea for 
the white children of Atlanta. They should 
be given a fair chance, and I will do all in 
my pe to have our system of education

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caused more wrangling than any 
other political issue within my 
knewledge, is the question of grant- 
ing franchises by the city. 


This question ought and can be 
easily settled. The power of grant- 
ing franchises belongs to Atlanta. 
If honestly managed they need not 
cause any trouble whatsoever. No 
man, or set of men has any right to 
claim these franchises, and the pub- 


one corporation, in order to blot out 
competition, is unworthy of the of- 
fice he holds. 

If we would, have a great city we 
must have competition in all of those 
branches that affect the whole peo- 
ple. If you should see fit to elect me 
as your mayor, I promise you that I 
will be the servant of no man or set 
of men. With the interest of At- 
lanta at heart and following the dic- 
tates of my conscience, I will strive 
to do that which is right, and that 
which is right will be best for At- 
lanta. 

Let me urge you, my fellow citi- 
zens, not to support any man who is 
a tool of any corporation, or who is 
owned and controlled by any other 
man. Graat harm will result from 
the administration of any man who 
is bound up with other men for un- 
lawful and selfish purposes. 

Let me sum up my position upon 
thisequestion by saying that I shall

now This will allow them Friday, Satur- 
day and Monday in which to buy their books, 
and will relieve the great inconvenience that 
they are now put to. I stood on the streets a 
few days ago and watched the crowded condi- 
tion of affairs; I saw tired and worn-out 
mothers who had been waiting for hours to get 
their children books, turn and go home almost 
exhausted from the effort. 

I would also suggest that the colored chil- 
dren be given a certain day’ to buy their 
books, so that the white children will not be 
brought in centact with them. The increasing 
numbers of our school children and the limited 
number of our book etores make it necessary 
that some steps be taken in this direction. I 
feel that it will be of great assistance to all 
the parties concerned to manage matters so 
that more time will be given for the buying of 
school books. 

It is useless for me to dwell upon those two 
splendid departments that protect our property 
and our lives. I feel that they are the best 
departments of their kind in the entire south, 
and I doubt whether the large cities of the 
north can excel them. 

We should do all in our power to maintain 
the fire department in its present magnificent 
condition. 

In a city like Atlanta, with its thousands 
upon thousands of frame dwellings, a fire once 
started would be most disastrous. Within my 
own knowledge there have been times when 
with a fire department of less excellency, great 
loss would have been the result. 

The Police Department. 

The police department is a most excellent 
one, when we take into consideration the 
amount of territory that our city covers; and 
then think of the size of our police force; we 
must commend them for their work. But I do 
not believe that the city has the proper pro- 
tection. Our force is 100 small to give the res- 
iderce portion of the city the required number 
of police; I believe that the force ought to 
be enlarged as much as possible, so that the 
citizens and taxpayers of all parts of our city 
can have protection. 

As the author of the first resolution ever 
ir troduced in the city council calling for the 
abolishment of the police reserve, I want to 
reaffirm my position in this matter. 

While I have only words of praise for the 
men who constitute the force, yet, I foresee 
certain evils in this department that in my 
judgment should be corrected. I will favor the 
placing of the polite department under a like 
system as the fire department. The present 
system is a most dangerous one, and it is 
surtrising to me that it has lasted so long 
and so well. The only way that I can ac- 
count for it is, that we have been so fortun- 
ate as to have hightoned and honorable men 
to aspire to the honors of commissioners in 
the pest. But who knows at what time some 
urscrupulous person may be elected to one of 
these position and seek to use his office of 
trust for dishonest and selfish purposes? Who 
knows at what time an effort may be made to 
organize the department into a political ma- 
chine by politicians who might come into con- 
trol in the future? It is unwise to have the 
pclice of our city looking to tod many mas- 
ters. Let them be responsible to the chief 
alcne, and let every man hold his position so 
Icng as he does his duty. When a change like 
this is made, everything will proceed as 
smoothly as it does .now in our splendid fire 
department. 

Qur sanitary department should receive our 
attention, for it is through this department 
that our health is protected. We should do all 
in our power to maintain and better it if pos- 
sible. As Atlanta spreads out, this depart- 
ment will have to be enlarged, for I believe, 
and will insist on giving the same protection 
and privilege to all of our citizens that we 
give to any part of them. The health and 
life of those living on small streets in the 
most distant parts of our city are as valuable 
and should be as much protected as those 
living on the most prominent thoroughfares. 


The Waterworks System. 


And now, my fellow citizens, the water- 
wcrks will need the special atteation of the 
next general council. What we considered a 
mcst perfect system has proven inadequate, and 
to a ceftain degree, dangerous to our city. 
Some steps must be taken to perfect our wa- 
terworks. I wit eonsider money well spent 
that goes toward making it more secure ih the 
future. j 

Does not Atlanta owe a det) ef gratitude to 
her soldier boys? Have they not been over- 
generous in the assistance they haves rendered 
to our city? The military is composed of young 
men from all Over our city, and they are en- 
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gaged in various businesses. Yet,. they are 
ever ready to leave <heir posts of duty to take 
part in any celebration that will hel« our city. 
I have sto¢d on our streets time and time 
again and watened the magnificent processions 
as tley have passed, and the thought has al- 
ways come to me that we should do some- 
thing to show our «eppreciation to these boys 
who contribute to the success of all these 
ragnificent displays. 

Fortunately, we ara situated in a peaceful 
city; no lawlessness had caused us alarm and 
I do not apprehend any. But surrounded as 
we are by an ignorant and black population, 
the time might come when fired by anger or 
moved by drink, an effort might be made to 
dirtcrb the peace of our city. Should such an 
hour ever. come, it wil] be these same boys 
who will rush to their arms ang give us pro- 
tection. And yet, whut have we done for them? 
Wevld it not be a good thing for Atlania, and 
at the same time a partial payment of a debt 
of gratitude, to make some arrangement by 
which the city could furnish to the generous- 
hearted boys an armory like many of the cities 
throughout the country have already done? I 
feel, when we consider what the military has 
dcne for 4s, and what they stand ready to do 
in the future, that all good citizens will join 
me in advocating _nvure interest being taken in 
out military. 


The Whitehall Viaduct. 


Another important matter that I will advo- 
cate, and one that has already been too long 
delayed, will be the erection of the Whitehall 
street viaduct. Our great railway system pass- 
ing through the city divides it in such a man- 
ner that many of our citizens have come tp 
think that Atlanta is composed of two separate 
parts. Frequently fforts are made to locate 
impertant buildings on one side or the other, 
and a scramble ‘s entered into which would 
ordimarily occur between two rival cities, in 
such instance the good of the city and the 
ecnvemience of the people are overlooked and 
a great amount of selfishness displayed. A 
mi.gnificent viaduct would te the gclution of 
this qvertion. It woald unite our city as noth- 
ing else will do, and I believe will be of in- 
caiculable benefit :o her, 

Not only this, but danger to iif 
would be removed, cnd the iors 
time in waiting for trains to pass 
suved to our p2o>le. 

I will also use my best efforts toward ob- 
tairing the erection of a new union depot. 
This question has been discussed so long tnat 
it bas become a mere jest. But 1 believe an 
eernest and constait efiort on the part of the 
city officials will have much to do toward 
okiaining this long-feilt wart. 

And now my tiriends, I want to give my 
indursement to the eight-hour law. 4 began my 
career in business over thirty years ugo and 
Il know what it is to be confined trom early 
morning until night. If the position of mayor 
of Atlanta carries any influence with it, I 
premise you to use that influence for the 
cnactment of such a law. I do not belleve that 
the day is very distant when labor wiil obtain 
some of its just desserts. The rapid etride that 
it has mede during the past few years is an 
indication of much -uccess in the near future. 
My record bears me cut that 1 have always 
nen a friend to tha man who works at the 
bench or toils in our factories and shops. And 
the cordial greeting that 1 have received from 
them during my cativass has plainly told me 
that they look upon me as a friend. 

It will be my purpose to do all within my 
power to encourage manufacturies and busi- 
ness of all kinds. I have noticed that during 
the last year or two there have been many 
cottcen factories to locate in Georgia. It has 
appeared strange to me that Atlanta has not 
been fortunate enough to obtain some of these 
factories, I believe that a little exertion on the 
part of the officials of this city will be all 
that is necestary to obtain many indvstries. 
Then employment wiil be given to all; it will 
be a glad day for Atlanta when there shall 
not be an idle man on her streets, but all 
shall hava employment, w'‘th fair wages and 
reasonable hours, that will allcw the wage- 
earners to enjoy eome of the rich blessings that 
surround them, 

I am a sympathizer with the sick and unfor- 
tunate. I believe that the mwre we do for 
charity, the more protperoug we will be, con- 
sequently I favor the maintenance of the 
Grady hospital, and also of the various chari- 
table institutions of our city. There is not 
anything more beaut'ful in my sight than to 
see the strong extend a helping hand to the 
weak. 

In the golden crown of our city the jewels 
that will shine longest and brightest will be 
those institutions that have sheltered the un- 
fortunate and the rick. It should be con- 
sidered a blessed privHe&e by vs as individ- 
uals, and also as a city, to do what we can 
for charity. I hope that in the future the city 
will be in a position to do even more than she 
has always dcne ‘n extending help to cur un- 
fcrtcnate citizens. 


Would Extend City Limits. 


A question of vital importance and one that 
has not been discussed for some time is the 
extension of the city limits. There are hun- 
dreds, and I believe the number will go up into 
the thousands, of people living just outside of 
the city limits and enjoying all the privileges 
of our city, yet they do not pay any tax what- 
ever. There ig also much valuabie property, 
which value hes been made by the growth of 
cur city, yet Atlanta does not receive one cent 
in return for it. I “aver the incorporation of 
more territory, thereby bringing more taxes 
into the treasury and lessenizg the burden 
upon all. 

I do not favor the  -roposition that has been 
made to take in certain districts and leaving 
out others. I think that the limits should be 
extended in a rezular manner and all property 
taktn in without showing any partiality. 

While a member of the board of aldermen I 
was & member of the board of park commis- 
sioners and also ihe street committee. I am 
proud of my record on these two committees. 
I always did everythirg in my power to make 
Grant park more beautiful and desirable. If 
elected mayor, I will continue to give it my 
personal attentjon and strive to make it one 
of the most beautiful ;arks to be found in the 
country. It will also be my pleasure to build 
up and beautify the «ther parks and places of 
recort, that our people may find ample room 
to escape the heat and dust of the city. 

There is not anything ‘hat gives a city a 
quicker or better reputation than good streets; 
they are necessary to the welfare of any city. 
I want to see every street in Atlanta paved, 
and will do what I can to have the city push 
ahead in this great work. Special attention 
stould be given to ‘he streets out in the resi- 
derce portions of our city; we have many 
streets of importance that are 1ot paved, and 
I feel that special attention should be given 
them. 

In regard to our present liquor law, I want 
to say that I am in favor of letting well 
eno.gh alone. It would be a sad dey for At- 
larnta to have this fight re-opened, and I sin- 
cerely hope that our splendid system, the best 
in the country, will rot be molested. 

I am in favor of placing white men in every 
position within our city government. I am 
in favor of this for the reason that white jabor 


and limb 
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pecially should the positions of janitors in our 
public schools be filled by white men. With 
few exceptions, our teachers are all young 
ladies, and I believe it is proper and right to 
have a white janitor, There are many white 
men who would be glad to obtain these posi- 
tions, and it should be a pleasure to us to 
give them the places. I started this move- 
ment, when an alderman, ly nominating and 
using my influence for the election of the 
present white janitor at the city hall. He has 
proven & most efficient man. And thore who 
predicted dissatisfaction have been compelled 
to admit that the present ircumbent has filled 
the position better then it has ever been filled 
before. When all these positions are filled by 
white men I am satisfied that the duties will 
be performed with more satisfaction. I be- 
lieve that the affairs of the city should be ad- 
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is always more thorough and satisfactory; es-» 


ministered in a strictly buriners manrer. If 
elected, I will give my entire time to the of- 
fice and see that all of the affairs are conduct- 
ed property. There are numerous small things 
that can be done that will te of great benefit 
to the city. I will ever be’ on the alert to 
discover what will benefit and give .o the peo- 
ple a better municipal government. 


Some Personal History. 


My friends, while I do not court sympathy, 
I feel that in presenting my claims to the pub- 
lic I should call attention to the fact that I 
have alway3 dune my duty as far as I could to 
my city and state. I have never shirked a 
duty: I have never deserted my city or state 
in time of need. 

When a call for troops was made in 1861, 
although not but sixteen years of age, I went 
to the front as a member of ths Seventh Geor- 
gia regiment. I was severely wounded in two 
Places at the battle of Manassas, and for 
eleven long weeks hovered between life and 
death. As soon as my Wound permitted, I re- 
ertered the service of the confederate gov- 
errment and remained until her tattered flag 
was folded forever. 

I carry with me now two wounds that would, 
under the law of the state of Georgia, allow 
me a pension, yet, I have never asked one cent 
from the state, praferring that those brave old 
fellows who had not been so fortunate as I 
should have the benefit of it. If all things are 
equa! in this race, I ask you to remember, aS &a 
private soldier without pay or hope of re- 
ward, I fought for my state, and now, though 
over thirty years have passed, I would feel 
fully repaid if the people of this creat south- 
ern city would do me the honor to make me 
their chief executive. 

I have tried, my friends, in this hurriel ad- 
dreas, to give you my position in regard to all 
qrettions; I do not intend to hide from any 
issues. I am ready now, and at all times, to 
tell you what I favor and what I oppose. 

In conclusion, let me tell you that Atlanta 
is not a finished city; there is a great work 
for us to do; the foundation of this city has 
been laid and it is left to us to build it up 
to those proportions that will place it in the 
frcnt ranks of the 'eading cities of America.

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An Honest Opinion. 


The Constitution is at all times glad 
to hear from its frfends who work up- 
on the farm—the most sterling part of 
our whole population. 

In a letter just received by Hon. O. 
B. Stevens, commissioner of agricul- 
ture tor the state of Georgia, from Mr. 
E. K. Fulton, Hamner, Ala. there 
is so much of earnest statement and 
intelligent deduction, that we feel im- 
pelled to give it editoria] prominence. 
This letter gives the most gratifying 
evidence that our cotton planters are 
getting upon solid ground, upon which 
they can stand with assurance. 

In any public movement, the edu- 
cational work is more important than 
the present impelling cause. The latter 
is temporary, while the former enters 
into the whole future line of conduct. 
The fight for 10 cents a pound for cot- 
ton is the work of today’s market, but 
the sharpening of the intellect and the 
true reading of conditions remains to 
aid the farmer in all the years to 
come. It enables him not only to meet 
the conditions of the present year, but 
to forecast those to come. It is this 
which sticks out all through Mr. Ful- 
ton’s letter, which we give as follows: 

I see it is stated in The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, of September 3d, that the cotton 
crop of 1899 and 1900 was 9,436,416 bales, 
and that the crop of 1900 and 1901 will be 
about 9,354,500 bales, and that the crops for 
the tw> immediately preceding years 
were each over 11,000,000 bales. 

1. If the crop of 1899 and 1900 was of the 
figures stated, the crop of 1900 and Il 
can not exceed 7,500,000 bales, if any re- 
liance is to be put in statements from all 
over the scuth. Last year I made eighty- 
seven bales of cotton. This year, with the 
same force and on the same land, I hope 
to get fifty bales, and this, too, in spite of 
the fact that I worked my crop equally as 


! well as I did 


year. The last two 
weeks of dry, hot weather and parching 
winds have cut off the crops in my neigh- 
borhood at least one-fourth. 

2. If the crop of 1899 and 1900 was only 


las* 


9,436,416 bales, there never has been a crop | 


of 11,000,000 bales. Somebody, somewhere 
along the line, has been doing some tall 
figuring, just like that North Carolina 
firm estimating the present crop at 13,000,- 
000 bales. I have always insisted that the 
south has never made a crop of over 
11,000,000 bales, and I still believe it. 

3. I believe that Hester has been sincere 
in all his estimates of previous crops; but 
he had to rely on others for his informa- 
tion, and much the greater part of such 
information was guesswork on the part 
of his informgnts. This year and last I 
have had semiiine to correct several state- 
ments that were being “urnished officials 
and others. The plan devised now to get 
estimates from ginners is as reliable as 
such estimates can be made; in fact, it is 
absolutely correct. 

4. When all the returrs are in and a 
count is made, I shall be badly feoled if 
this year’s crop exceeds 7,500,000 bales. I 
tell vou, this year’s crop is short. 

5. Every cotton planter ought to be a 
subscriber and reader of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution. 

6. If the farmers would act in concert 
they could sit back and demand their own 
price for their cotton. They have and own 
the fabric that furnishes a covering for 
the bodies of the world; a fabric the world 
is compelled to have or go naked, and all 
they have to do is:to live hard for one 
year and get ahead, and then wink at the 
other fellow. I could hold my erop for 
ten years. but where is the benefit in 
holding when every one else is selling? 

7. I write you for the reason I know you 
are interested in helping the farmers to 
get 10 cents for their cotton. You ceserve 
praise for your efforts in this. direction. 
Cotton will sell on or before February 1, 
1901, for 12% cents per pound in Atlanta, 
or | am greatly fooled. If the mills have 
been using 11,000,000° bales each year for 
several years and the crop falls to a little 
over 9,000,000 bales, some mills will have 
to close or pay more for cotton. This 
seems as plain to me as that 2 and 2 
equals 4. When cotton is in demand and 
scarce, of course the price advances.

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Dinner Pails Full and Empty. 

We are hearing a great deal these 
days about the “full dinner pail” upon 
which the republicans are tasing their 
argument to the working men. 

According to the latest advices this 
pail, which is supposed to be replete 
with good things, is not very much in 
evidence in the anthracite coal regions 
of Pennsylvania, There the trust 
which controls the mines has cut 
down the number of work 
days in order to reduce produc- 
tion, and this directly in the 
face of the promises of “full dinner 
pail” made by the party of the trusts. 

In order to sustain their argument 
that this country is overloaded with 
prosperity the republicans must show 
to the individuals that they have rea- 
son to be cortented and happy each 
with his own lo: in life. It will be 
pretty difficult for the republican ora- 
tors to make miners who get only 
three days work a week believe that 
this republican prosperity is all that it 
is cracked up to be. 

And so with the cotton operatives of 
Massachusetts where some of the fac- 
tories are closed down altogether and 
others are only working half time. The 
silk mills of New Jersey furnish a sim- 
ilar illustration; and so it will be 
found do other industries save a few 
where there is special benefit at the 
expense of the people of the country as 
a whole. 

Those particularly familiar with con- 
ditions in the iron regions are predict- 
ing either an early drop in the price ot 
pig iron or the shutting down of a lot 
of the mills. When the price of iron 
rose, the republicans were happy. Pig 
iron, they argued, was a sure index of 
the business conditions of the country, 
and the advancing price in the com- 
modity necessarily meant a high order 
of general prosperity.

Of course, before a city’s municipa! 
government can be properly administered 
it needs a competent and trustworthy 
leader, but I have confidence enougn 
in the voters of your city to think that 
the present inane mayor wili be very 
shortly superseded by one whose vigur- 
ous and upright policy will bring with'n 
the contro! of the people those utilities 
which are so essential to their we!fare, 
viz, light and water plants. 

Chicago is now becoming convinced ot 
the fact that these important industries 
must no longer be under the cortro! of 
unscrupulous private owners to /anavyail 
themselves with the money for which the 
citizens are taxed. 

That municipal ownership has passed 
the stage of experiment and become a 
well attested success, there is plenty of 
evidence to show. : 

Of the 1,081 municipal districts of Enxg- 
land and Wales, 333 own their own water 
plants and city ownership of light plants 
is becoming universal. 

This example is being rapidly followed 
in American cities, and it is imperative 
that Atlanta, the chief city of our state, 
should keep up the procession. 

There is not a single argument which 
can be adduced to show why a city should 
not have the full benefit and contro} of 
all the ncney for which its citizens are 
taxed. 

If you would advocate this reform in 
your influential paper it would go a long 
ways toward insuring {ts adoption ana 
gain the gratitude of all intelligent tax- 
payers.

The statue of Henrv Clay itn New Orn 
leans is being removed from the site 
upon which it hau stood for forty years 
to a resting place in Lafayette square, 
The task of d@cending the colossal] figuré 
from its pedestal is being performed by 
an army of workmen, and with block 
and tackle it will be lowered to a strong 
and capacious vehicle and slowly trans- 
rorted to the open quadrangle which al- 
ready shows the monument dedicated to 


the memory of John McDonough and the - 


statue of Benjamin Franklin. 

Those who planned and placed the 
bronze effigy of the illustrious Kentuck- 
ian on the neutral ground of Canal 
street believed that it would remain there 
for all time. But the men of 1860 did not 
dream of the great strides in material 
progress that New Orleans was to take;

in population; the changes that the fue 
ture would bring forth in the things es 
sential to a city’s progress, such as ex- 
tension and expansion of the means and 
appliances: and facilities for rapid tran 
sit. After the old mule car was supéef- 
seded by the electric tram, and it be- 
came necessary to increase the network 
of tracks on Canal stréet neutral ground, 
there dawned upon the city administra- 
tiom the actual necessity of pronouncing 
Clay statue an obstruction to publie cir- 
culation. It seemed? almost a sacrilege 
to think of, and more so to determine on, 
the removal of Clay statue. And yet, & 
proper regard for the safety of life and 
limb, in view of the demands for more 
tracks for the electric cars, caused Mé@-, 
cessity to predominate over sentiment, 
and the fiat went forth to reverently 
disturb the statue of the hallowed Clay 
and remove it to some other spot where, 
although still in the center of the city, 
it would not be a standing peril to the 
traveling public.

INCIDENTS OF STORM FROM 
THE GALVESTON NEWS 


The first issue of The Galveston News 
printed since the storm reached Atlanta 
yesterday. It bears the date of Septem- 
ber 18th, end is an eight-page editiun tull 
of many exciting incidents of the storm 
heretufore unprinted. The cmtire isoue 
is made up of storm news from the very 
first to the present time, and it is prob- 
ably the most accurate as well as the 
fullest account that wili ever be pud- 
lished. 

All through the columns sightseers are 
Warned not to come to Galvesion and 
prospective visitors are warned that if 
they do come they will not be allowed to 
leave, but will be put to work under the 
soldiers and guards patrolling the city. 
The following extracts are taken [rom 
the columns of the issue: 

“The readers of The News must p4r- 
don the personal] nature of this narrative. 
lt is impossible tu write without becom- 
ing a part of the story this time. 1 met 
hima asverhart, formerly a Daiias boy. 
I had known him from ecniidhood, und al! 
his people. Indeed, 1 had once been an 
inmate of their home in Oakclirt. i hard- 
lv knew him when he stopped me, he 
had grown so much. He said: ‘Katy and 
her vaby are at Dickinson, That town 
Was destroyed, but they are alive. Iam 
g€0ing there and leave Galveston forever.’ 

“I Knew he had wve in his heart, and 1 
queried. 

““*] am the only one left,’ he answered. 
‘Papa, mamma, Lena and Guy—they are 
ali gone.’ 

“4 remember the last time I saw this 
family before they left Dallas, I re- 
member Lena, cne of the most beautiful 
Children 1 ever saw. I recall her beau- 
tiful eyes and long, dark curis, and I re- 
member when she Kissed me goodby and 
joyously told me she was coming to Gal- 
Veston to live! And this was her fate. 

“With all my fondness for the ocean, 
recalling how [ have lain upon the sand 
hour after hour looking at its distant sails 
and listened to its mysterious Voices, re- 
calling happy moments too sacred tor 
expression, when I think of that sweet 
child as one of its victims, I shall hate 
the sea forever!’’ 

“On Monday 700 bodies had been gath- 
ered in one house near the bay shore. 
Recognition of a single one was impvuzgsi- 
ble. The bodies were swolien and de- 
composition was setting in rapialy, In- 
deed, the odor of death was on the air’tor 
blocks. What disposition should be made 
of his horrifying mass of human desn 
was an imminent problem. While tne 
matter was under discussion, the commiut- 
tee was informed that there was no time 
to Waste in deliberation; that some of the 
bodies were already bursting. It was im- 
possible to bury them, and they could 
not be incinerated in that portion of the 
city without endangering more life ad 
more pi@®perty, and there was no water 
to extinguish a fire once started, It was 
decided to load the bodies on a barge, 
tow it out to sea and sink them with 
weights. That was the only thing to be 
done, 

‘“‘Men were called for to perform this 
awful duty, but they quailed at the task. 
And who could blame them? They were 
told that quick action was necessary, or 
a pestilence might come and sweep oif the 
balance of the living. Still they were i1m- 
movable. It was no time for daliying. 

“A company of men -with rifles at hxed 
bayonets were brought to the scene and 
a force of men were compelled at the 
point of the bayonet to perform thls sad, 
sad duty. One by one the dead were re- 
moved to the barge, every body as naked 
at it had come into the worid—men, wo- 
men and children, black and white, all 
classes of society and station and condl- 
tion were represented in that putrid mass. 
The unwilling men who were periurnilng 
this awful task were compelled to bind 
cloths about their nostrils whiie they 
were at work and occasionally citizens 
passed quickly among them to nerve ihem 
to their duty. 

“Who can conceive of 
this? 

“After awhile the 700 dead were piled 
upon the barge and a tug pulled them 
slowly out to sea. Eighteen miles ott, 
where the sea was rolling high, amid the 
soughing white caps, with God's benedic- 
tion breathed in the moaning winds, all 
that was mortal of these 700 was con- 
signed to the mystic caves of the deep! 

“And yet, this was but another incident 
of the sad tragedy of which we write.

“Galveston, Wednesday.—Iniqury made 
of the insurance offices Wednesday elicit- 
ited the information that the only storm 
insurance carried in this city was on the 
plants of the Galveston bagging mill and 
the national! cotton oil mill. It is under- 
stood that the bagging mil] carried $50,- 
000 storm insurance. With the exception 
of these two risks and the insurance on 
plate glass, the insurance companies will 
have to pay nothing, and the people of 

talveston are practically unindemnifed 
on their great losses. One agent told a 
News man that considerable storm insur- 
ance was carried here a few years ago, 
but one by one the insured dropped out, 
saying it was useless to spend their money 
in that way; that Galveston would have 
no serious storms.” 

Hundreds of interesting and splendidly 
written items might be copled from The 
News. While the paper is a wonderful 
example of newspaper energy and is 
splendidly written and made up, the 
strain under which the writers worked is 
evident to even the casual reader. The 
issue of The'Galveston News of Septem- 
ber 13, 1900, will be preserved in the years 
to come as an historic edition.

Judge Falligant Grants a Superse- 
deas Pending a Motion. 
Savannah, Ga., September 14.—(Special.) 
Seaborn Hayes, the negro who was con- 
victed of the murder of Lucius Varnadoe, 
street car motorman, ard sentenced to 
be hanged on September 2§th, has been 
granted a supersedeas by Judge Falligant, 
pending the motion for a new trial which 
his attorney will argue in a few days, It 
is likely the motion will be overruled 
and the case will then go to the supereme 
court. ‘This will give Hayes at least a 
six months’ lease on life, if not longer, 
as the case is not likely to be settled 
before the March term of the supreme 

court.

The County Board Is Expected To Take 
This Position. 


BOISTEROUS MEETING CAUSE 


Con: missioner Adair Favors Declin- 
ing To Grant All Future Requesfs. 


COURTROOMS SHOULD BE PROTECTED 


Meeting of Friday Evening Results 
in the Determination To Prevent 
Furniture Being Destroyed. 


In view of the boisterous nature of 
the meeting held last Friday night by the 
Young Men’s Democratic League It !s 
altogether probable that the board of 
county commissioners will, in the future, 
decline to grant the use of the courthouse 
for similar purpceses. 

Beyond several engagements for the use 
of the courthouse, which have already 
been made, it is expected that future réa 
quests will be refused. The matter will De 
brought to the attention of the board at 
its next meeting 

Forrest Adair, who is chairman of the 
committee on public buildings, and is the 
member of the beard to whom all requests 
of that kind are referred. stated yester- 
day in no uncertain terms that it was his 
intention to refuse to allow the use of the 
courtrooms for other than court purposes. 

That the other yembers of the board 
will agree with him seems to be a settled 
fact, and if action is taken on the matter, 
future mass rreetings and politica] gath- 
erings will doubtless have to be held 
somewhere else in the city. 

“As chairman of the committee on pub- 
lic buildings,’’ said Mr. Adair, ‘IT believe 
it my duty to protest against allowing 
boisterous crowds to hold meetings in the 
courtrooms which should be held sacred. 

“If I am informed correctly, many of 
those who took part in the meeting Fri- 
day evening mounted upon the tables and 
desks in the superior courtroom. Such 
performances should not be allowed or 
tolerated, and so far as I am concerned, 
there will be no chance of a repetition of 
those scenes, as I shall decline to issué 
a permit for the use of the courtroom in 
the future. 

“There was a time when the board re- 
fused positively to allow meetings of any 
kind to be held at the courthouse in the 
judge’s courtrooms. This rule will have 
to be enforced in the future if the rooms 
are to be protected. 

“If the meetings were orderly it would 
be a different matter, but when furniture 
ia made to suffer then it is about time to 
call a halt. No such scenes as took place 
in the superior courtroom Friday even- 
ing should be repeated.’’

Gunsaulue’s only purpose in leaving the 
institute. he declares, is to devote all his 
time and energy to the 
the Central church, over which 
presided since Dr. Hillis’s resignation. 

“His work. as explained by himself, in 
connection with the church, {s incident to 
the building of a new structure on the 
site of the Central Music hall, which is 
to be torn down in May next. The new 
Central church will be a part of the down- 
town business Jife. It will be designed 
and conducted to attract people the same 
as the theaters and down-town places of 
amusement. It will be open to all, day 

nd night. and the aim mill be to make 
the place as attractive to young men and 
women as other places of amusement or 
entertainment. 

Plan Long Under Consideration. 

“Except a few of the members of the 
board. none knew of Dr. Gunsaulus’s in- 
tention to resign. although he had madc 
up his mind to do so several months ago, 
and his letter of resignation, which fol- 
lows. is under date of August 2ist: 

“Chicago, August 21.—To the Directors 
of Armour Institute of Technology—Dear 
Sirs: I herewith transmit to you my res- 
fenation of the presidency of the insti- 
tution above named, whose constituted 
board of trust vou are. Some months 
aco—indeed, as early as January, 1900—I 
approached one of your members, Mr. J. 
Ogden Armour, and indicated to him my 
conviction that the pecullar difficulties

school from a victorious past to a still 
greater future. 

“Called to the labors and privileges of 
the ministry primarily, and certain that 
my health will not endure permanently 
the labors of administration, I desire at 
this time to lay down this bright and 
heavy responsibility.

Waycross, Ga September . 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Less than one year ago work was 
commenced on Trinity church, 
the corner of Church and Pond, now 
Brewer, streets, at the intersection of 
Parallel. 

This new building was erected to take 
the place of old Trinity church, which, 
by the way, was the oldest church in 
town. It was in fact the mother of 
churches in the Magic City. For years 
all the different denominations worshiped 
alternately in the old house. Nearly all 
the churches that have grown to such 
strength in this community were organ- 
ized in the sacred old 
ship. 

It was built about thirty years ago, 
and stood the storms of the three de- 
cades that have rolled away. 

In this old church Mr. Frank L. Stan- 
ton, while here on a visit to his brother, 
caught an inspiration one bright Sunday 
morning that called forth one of his 
best poems on “‘The Love Feast at Way- 
cross.”’

The ancient Mexicans found a deity in 
one Quitzalcoatl, whom they held took 
upon him human nature and voluntarily 
gave his life for the wrongs of their 
fathers. This god is~ chiseled in the 
walls of an anclent temple in Mexico with 
outstretched arms, bearing imprint in 
his hands and feet. Does this not im- 
press you that they had a knowledge of 
Christ? The early Catholics found a per- 
fect knowledge of the godhead among 
the natives of Yucatan, and the priests 
being unable to account for this, explatn- 
ed it away by saying that the devil had 
instituted a counterfeit religion. Those 
ancients believed in the Father, Son and 
Holy Spirit. They said the father’s name 
was “Yeona;’’ that his son was born 
of a virgin; that he was scourged anda 
finally put to death with his arms our- 
stretched upon a beam of wood: that he 
come to life again and after going to hits 
father sent to them the Holy Spirit who 
came to them fn the form of a merchant, 
distributing good gifts. When Cortez. in 
company with Catholic priests, came over 
they were surprised to find the Aztecs 
practicing an ordinance like unto that of 
the Lord’s supper. They were seen to 
mix blood with flour and bake a cake of 
it, break it and distribute it among them- 
selves, saying that it served as the flesh 
of deity. 

The first Hebrew characters found by 
Spanish explorers were on. gravestones. 
The inscription on one of these stones was 
“Why has-God gone away? He ts dead 
one knows.”” Another, “May the Lord 
have mercy on his, a Nephite.”’ A stone 
found in a sink in Ohio, three by six 
inches, of a chocolate color an! wedge- 
shaped, bore the following in Hebrew: 
“The King of the earth, the word and 
law of the Lord and the Holy of Holies.’”’ 
Mounds of stone and dirt were found in 
Ohio 580 feet in circumference and fifty 
feet high. Many small coins were found 
in the interior. In one of these was found 
a piece of wood with brass rings on it. 
This board covered another board, which 
was the cover of a coffin. In the coffin 
was found a lock of black hair, some 
bones and small brass rings. Under the 
coffin was a smdll box which contained 
the ten commandments, which were writ- 
ten on plates in the Hebrew language. On 
one side of the plates, which were 
and seven-eighths inches long, 
seven-eighths wide and one and five- 
eighths thick, was a carved figure dressed 
in the robes of. the priest,and above whose 
head was written in Hebrew, ‘‘Moses.”’ 
This grave is supposed to have been one 
of the Nephites, as they brought a per- 
fect knowledge of the law of Moses with 
them. 


black straps of rawhide sewed together. 
Between them were four pieces of parch- 
ment containing legible Hebrew inscrip- 
tions treating on parts of the Old Testa- 
ment. All this is nothing strange to a 
reader of the book of Mormon, for it tells 
us plainly that at the _ crucifixion of 
Christ the whole face of the earth was 
changed, whole cities were destroyed by 
fire and water.

Some will say that He had reference to 
the Gentiles, but this is a great mistake, 
for the Gentiles never did hear His voice. 
Furthermore the Savior said: “I am not 
sent byt to the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel’’—Mathew, xv, 24. Now this people 
kept a record of ali their doings; this was 
kept by a line of prophets unti] their 
fina] destruction, when it was hid 
by a man named Moroni, son of Mor- 
mon (from whom the book derives its 
name), where they lay for about 1,400 
years, when they were delivered to the 
“boy prophet,’’ Joseph Smith, by the 
same man, Moroni. 

Isaiah, in speaking of a people akin to 
Israel, sald: “Thou shalt be brought 
down and shalt speak outof the ground, 
and thy speech shall be low out of the 
dust and thy voice shall be as of one 
that hath a familiar spirit out of the 
ground, and thy speech shall whisper low 
out of the dust’’—Isaiah, xxix, 4. 

Now, reader, how could a people speak 
out of the ground in any other way than 
by a record which contains their speech. 
Again: ‘“Thou shalt be visited of the Lord 
of hosts, with thunder and earthquakes 
and great nolse with storm and tempest 
and the flame of devouring fire’’—Isaials, 
xxix, 6. 

Is this not the very description given of 
the conditions which existed at the Sa- 
vior’s appearance to them?

| Hoge, D.D., compiled by his nephew, Rev. 


Peyton H. Hoge, D.D. ODr. Hoge was one 
of the Alpine peaks of southern Pres- 
byterlanism. He was one of the colossal 
figures of his generation, and he enjoyed 
the respect and homage of other denomi- 
nations as well as of his own. Though he 
kept abreast of the spirit of the age in 
every thing which constituted true prog- 
ress, he was firmly orthodox and planted 
himself squarely upon the fundamental 
principles of religion as set forth in the 


standards of the Westminster confession 


of faith. He was intensely natrietic, lov- 


ing the flag of the union and seeking to | 


promote the welfare of the country in 
every way possible, but he was also loyal 
to the memories of the stars and bars, 
whose fortunes he had followed 
unwavering fidelity from 1861 to 1865, and 
he never wearied of dedicating his eloqg- 
uent eulogies to the heroism of the gal- 
lant sons of Dixie. From the close of the 
war down to the time of his death in 1899 
he was constantly in mand . 
the heroism of his comrades 
extolled in eloquent tributes. 
Virginia or elsewhere. Dr. Hoge was the 
idol of Virginians, but he was spectally 
beloved in Richmond, where the greater 
portion of his life was spent. Such was 
his prestige as a leader of the people 
and such his familiarity with public 
questions that he was frequently called 
upon to deliver addresses on important 
occasions in various parts of the United 
States and in Europe. He never went 
upon the lecture platform because he felt 
that his ministerial duties, while permit- 
ting him to deliver occasional addresses, 
would not permit him to go upon the lec- 
ture platform on account of the heavy de- 
mands of the latter upon his time, but 
such were his magnetic and radiant gifts 
as an orator that success would inevita- 
bly have crowned his efforts upon the 
lecture platform, or had he entered poli- 
tics he would undoubtedly have 
commanding eminence in 
national affairs. But he preferred to en- 
list himself under the banner of .the 
lowly. Nazarene and to consecrate his 
talents to the uplifting of his fellow men; 
and in this calling he found not only 
but fame.

In the September number of The Amer- 
ican Magazine Miss . Elizabeth Clifford 
Neff, in a fine article on ‘‘Heraldry,’’ dis- 
cusses some of its abuses as follows: 

“That there ts no established college 
of heraldry provided by the government 
must be a matter of pride to the patriotic 
American. The badge of freedom in- 
herited from revolutionary ancestors will 
always be of prime importance, Only 
as a fittine symbol of what is past can 
heraldry now be considered; as such it 
should be cherished as a connecting link 
and its established rules respected, ‘To 
assist in this the author in a brochure re- 
cently published called attention to the 
ways in which the laws have been ig- 
nored, and suggested the proper method. 
First, there being no established college 
of heraldry in Awmferica, the individual 
for a specified sum obtains a coat of 
arms, crest and motto, nll new and fresh, 
from some fereign herald. Second, the 
American, finding in a foreign land a coat 
of arms bearing his own name, in a lo- 
cality that he thought his ancestor came 
from, adopts that design as his own. The 
genealogist is not at hand to point out 
the break in the line of descent, and he 
believes that he really is entitled to that 
coat of arms. Third, another way of 
settling the question comes from dircct 
inheritance but from the mother’s side of 
the house. Thus X bears the arms of 
the Z family. The X family married into 
the Z family, and haying no inherited 
coat of arms, the descendants who bear 
the name of XX being descended from 
Z, also kKave adopted frim a maternal 
ancestor the Z’s coat of arms. This 
method can surely be termed American. 
Fourth, the true method to be followed 
consists in proving descent from an an- 
eestor of the same name who bore a 
coat of arms.’’

THE PASSING THRONG, 


The cotton season has opened, and one 
does not have to go out of the city to 
catch much of the gicturesqueness at- 
tending the marketing of the fleecy 
staple, Any day, from mow on, along 
South Forsyth and other streets of At- 
lanta can be seen the typical man with 
the bale, including, of course, the typical 
Georgia mule. “His wagon is drawn close 
to the curb and he lies sprawled on the 
bale or reclines languidly on the seat, as 
indifferent to the clanging trolley whiz- 
zing by and the confusing rumble of traf- 
fic on the paving as though he were blink- 
ing in the sun and expectorating “long 
green” on the public square of his pro- 
vineial county seat. The buyers surround 
bis wagon when he first drives in, offer- 
ing him the top of the market with 
characteristic rivalry, and he toys with 
them through the livelong day in the 
same old way. Time is no object to the 
man with the bale on a rising market. 
When twilight mantles the gcene he 
moves on to the wagon yard with the 
unsold bale and is out to dawdle with the 
mysterious market again bright and early 
next’ morning. 

In a Decatur street wagon yard a far- 
mer who hauled his cotton thirty-five 
has been waiting since Monday 
night for his product to bring 11 cents, 
and he says he will mot go home to “‘Sary 
an’ the kids” till he pockets the coveted 
sum for his two bales. He was offered 
ten-eighty yesterday, but nightfall saw 
him back at the camp ground with the 
two bales still in his wagon bed. 

Considerable activity has begun to be 
manifest among the cotton buyers of the 
city who cover the wagon trade. With 
the numerousness of compresses and the 
perfection of shipping facilities it would 
not be supposed that Atlanta would buy 
as much cotton as she does off farmers’ 
wagons. It is surprising, however, from 
what long distances cotton planters h@ul 
their product to this. city, frequently 
passing through the leading market 
towns of neighboring counties. The At- 
lanta market is generally more satisfac- 
tory to sell on than that of a smaller 
town and when her advantages as 4 
place t© spend cotton money are taken 
into consideration, the reason why 
thousands of farmers make long hauls to 
Atlanta is obvious. Cotton buyers, with 
their sample piles displayed in windows 
and their scales visible through open 
doors ere becoming familiar objects on 
South Forsyth street. The receipts thus 
far are very light and there is much com- 
plaint over the condition of the staple. 
What with the forty days’ flood of the 
early summer and the drought that has 
endured through the dog days, cotton 
around Atlanta is what woulkd be termed 
in the native vernacular “nowerfu, s6- 


y.”"

Local Review. 

New York banks show a decrease of some- 
thing over $5,000,000 in surplus reserve this 
week with an increase of $7,000,000 in depos- 
its. These changes are doubtless due largely 
to crop movement and indicate a hardening in 
money, though there is no reason to anticipate 
an approach to more than a fair interest rate. 

Wall street dealings have developed noth- 
ing abnormal during the week. Changes have 
in most cases been only fractional. The 
bond market is extremely quiet, transactions 
having failed to reach as much as a million 
dollars, par value, on any one day. 

Cotton has been the feature of interest, the 
price having reached a‘higher point than for 
several years, but the advance was so rapid 
on Wednesday—say 65 points—that it natural- 
ly declined the next day, then advanced cn 
Friday and again today. 

In local affairs there is but little of Interest 
to say. Cotton movement increases in volume 
Caily, being stimulated by the price, and our 
banks are having use in that way for all the 
currency they can supply; indeed, the most 
of them with cotton connections are ordering 
currency from the east. This condition will 
continue for perhaps thirty days, then the 
money will begin to work its way back from 
the country into the banks and things will be 
easy again. 

Last week we stated that Central of Geor- 
gia railway gross earnings for July and Au- 
gust were $150,000 in excess of the compara- 
tive period last year. We now have the fig- 
ures for the first week in September and find 
a further increase of $25,581 over the first 
week of September, 1899. It appears quite 
reasonable to estimate that the present fiscal 
year, ending June 30th next, will yield an in- 
crease of at least $500,000 gross and $150,000 
in net for this company and assure payment 
of full interest on first Incomes.

New York, September 1[5.—The New York 
Financier says: 

“The two factors outlined in this paper's 
analysis of the New York bank statement a 
week ago—namely, the rapid expansion of loans 
and the reduction in cash holdings in response 
to interior crop demands—have resulted in a 
further shrinkage of the surplus reserve of ihe 
clearing house institutions for the current six 
days’ period. The loss in cash was $5,954,- 
200, traceable for the most part to shipments 
of currency by the banks, although they also 
lost in the routine operations with the sub- 
treasury. As an ordinary rule the reduc- 
tion in cash lowers reserve requirements to a 
certain extent by lessening deposits, but In the 
present instance loans expanded over $7,000,- 
000, and as deposits actually increased $i,- 
063,500, the reserve requirements are some- 
thing like a quarter of a million higher than 
a week ago, and the surplus shows a fall of 
$5.220.075, bringing the total to $20,836,- 
175. This, however, is $20,500,000 over the 
excess at this time last year and about $16,- 
500.000 larger than expected, and contrary 
to the usual explanations, cannot be accounted 
for by the operations of a few large banks. 
In fact, the increase is rather well distributed. 
Stock exchange business has not been heavy 
enough to call for the expansion and commer- 
cial interests have shown only ordinary ac- 
tivity. International operations and business 
with the interior are probably responsible for 
the heavier totals of the clearing house and 
deposits aré® nearly at a maximum, money 
rates are still easy and show but few signs 
of hardening. A _ repetition of the current 
statement, however, will doubtless have a de- 
cided influence on the market. The placing of 
a new German loan at this center will not 
disturb the situation, other than temporarily, 
as present arrangements do not favor an ac- 
tual export of specie. The current balance in 
favor of the United States is steadily growing 
from month to month and will mount to high- 
er figures before the close of the year. The 
banks are still taking out new circulation, this 
week's gain having been $372,000."’

PANILA, August 15, 1900.—One of the 
most important things our govern- 
ment has to do in the Philippine 
islands is the establishment of a good 
school system. At present not 
pore than 20 per cent of the people can 
nad and write. There are districts in 
yery few of them can speak Span- 
ish and there are hundreds of thou- 
nds of school children who have had 
» school advantages. For the past four 
years, owing to the trouble with the 
and Americans many of the 
have been discontinued. In eVery 
giand I have visited I have found the 
ses vacant, and nearly every- 
ghere they are going to ruin. In some 
of Luzon they have been burned by 
the insurgents and in others the teachers 
bare had to leave because they were 
gnnected with the friars. 

THE ARMY AND THE SCHOOLS. 
With the advance of our army every 
wen which has been garrisoned has 
ben given a school. The officers urge 
the people to open the school houses and 
il them that they must support their 
gn schools and that English must be 
-me of the studies. In some places the 
pifiers are teaching and everywhere at- 
tempts are made to organize a new sys- 
wm of education. Heretofore the Phil- 
ippines have had nothing like a public 
shool system. They have had schools in 
mst of the villages, but the teachers 
hve Deen appointed by the priests and 
the studies have been controlled by them. 
The chief teaching has been in the cap 
whism and along lines of religious in- 
gruction, and today the priests object 
ieidedly to having the catechism taken 
gt of the schools. The schools were 
mened with the reading of Catholic 
payers, and until now every school had 
s crucifix hung up over the teacher's 
sk. The same prayers are used now 
by many of the American teachers, one 
them telling me that she thought it 
to keep up the prayers, notwith- 

she was a Protestant herself. 

IN MANILA. 

At present there is no systematic school 
wganization of the islands. Each mili- 
ary official prescribes for his own dis- 
tiet, and it is a sort of go-as-you-please. 
fhe only place where there is anything 
ikea dDureau of education is in Manila. 
Hee we have a superintendent of pub- 
ke iastruction. This is Mr. George P. 
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Anderson, a Seattle man, a son of one 
of the leading educators of the north- 
west. Professor Anderson graduated in 
one of the Washington state universities 
and about nine years ago finished a 
course of three years at Yale. He has 
had no practical experience in public 
school work and it is a question whether 
a man who has worked in the schools 
at home would not be better equipped for 
the place. Mr. Anderson came out here 
as a soldier in the Second Oregon volun- 
teers, but he has been placed at the head 
of this department. He tells me_ that 
there are now between forty and fifty 
public schools in Manila, with an at- 
tendance of four or five thousand pupils— 
not more than one-tenth of what there 
should be in this city of 300,000 peo- 
ple. 

The schools, with one or two excep- 
tions, are all of the primary grade. The 
language used is mainly Spanish, Eng- 
lish being taught for only a portion of 
the dav. The English teachers are in 
most part American girls, the daughters 
of the officials here. Some‘ few have 
been school teachers at home, but many 
are new, experimenting for the first time 
on the poor Filipinos. Many of them 
labor under the disadvantage of not 
knowing the Spanish language, but they 
are all learning rapidly, and considering 
their lack of normal school training, 
are foing remarkably well. They are 
very well paid, each teacher receiving 
a salary of $1,440, or $720 in gold. This 
is, I think, for a year or ten months. It 
is considerably more than the school 
wages in the United States. 

WHAT IS NEEDED. 

What we need here is a bureau of edu- 
cation. officered by practical American 
teachers, who will take charge of the edu- 
cational system of the whole archipelago 
and direct it from here. There should be 
a supply of American teachers so that 
there could be at least one English teach- 
er in every village and school district, 
with a corps of general superintenden‘<s, 
who could go from district to district and 
see that the children are being properly 
taught. The best educated of the native 
teachers should be retained and the work 
for years will have to be continued in 
Spanish. The children should be compell- 
ed to go to school. They need new school 
buildmgs and new school books, and, in 
fact. a thorough reorganization of their 
educational system. They are, I am told, 
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in nearly all plares anxious to learn and 
perfectly willing to pay for the best school 
advantages, but in order to have these 
there must be Americans at the head of 
the school system and enough American 
teachers scattered throughout the whole 
to leaven the lump. 


A TYPICAL SCHOOL. 


I have visited a number of the public 
schools of Manila. I am surprised at the 
quickness and intelligence of the pupils. 
They are very apt at learning and are the 
equals, I believe, of children of the same 
age in the United Staces. 

Let me take you into one of the schools 
and show you just how it looks. It is a 
primary school, for as yet little more thar 
the primary grades have been established. 
The schoo] house is nothing Ike any you 
have seen in the United States. It is a one 
story building, about cnirty feet square, 
bullt upon posts about ten feet high, It 
has sliding windows made up of lattice 
work of hundreds of little squares, in 
each of which a piece of oyster shell not 
thicker than your thumb nail has been 
fitted. These shells serve to keep out the 
hot sun, and they are so transparent that 
they admit enough light for study and 
work. The windows are always open, 
except where they keep out the sun, so 
that the air may sweep through. There 
is a little cocoanut tree in front, of the 
building I am describing, and we pass 
through a grove of banana trees on our 
Way to the back yard, where the en- 
trance is found. Going upstairs we find 
two or three rooms filled with little chil- 
dren at work, 

HOW FILIPINO SCHOOL BOYS DRESS. 

In this school all are boys, for there is 
no co-education of the sexes in Manila, 
and the boys and girls each have schools 
of their own. The boys are as brown as 
mulattoes, and their hair is cut srt, so 
that it stands up like black bristles over 
their little bullet-like heads. Notice their 
eyes. They are black, and the most of 
them snap with the interest they show in 
the teaching. How queerly they dress. 
If our boys wore their clothes in this way 
their teachers would send them straight 
home. Each boy has his shirt tails out- 
side of his trousers, and each is in his 
bare feet. or in slippers, without stock- 
ings. Fully half of the number cannot 
help studyifg out loud, according to the 
custom which was taught in the past, 
but which our American teachers are 
trying to abolish. 

As we stand and look at the school the 
native teacher comes out. It seems queer 
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to us that he keeps his hat on while he 
is teaching, and stranger gtill when he 
pulls cigarettes from his packets then and 
there and asks us to join him in a smoke. 
He shows off the scholars, but the lan- 
guage igs Spanish, and we can hardly say 
whether they do well or not. 
A GIRLS’ SCHOOL. 

Later on I visited one of the primary 
schools for girls. The teachers wére w0O- 
men, and among them was an American 
girl who told me that she found the chil- 
dren quite as bright as our school chil- 
dren at home. With her assistance I pho- 
tograPhed some of the pupils, taking three 
little girls as a sample, ana later on made 
a picture of a class. She had some of the 
little ones recite their English lesson, and 
they did remarkably well. 

The teachers are doing all they can to 
inculcate. Americanism. Last Fourth of 
July there wags a school celebration at 
which pyrotechnic speeches on liberty 
were made, and the declaration of inde- 
pendence read by one of the pupils. On 
Washington's birthday American flags 
were put over all the school buildings for 
the first time, and there were appropriate 
exercises in commemoration of little 
Georee and his remarkable hatchet, I 
doubt whether the hatchet story has as 
much force here as in Amerlilea, for the 
Filipino child has thus far not been 
taught to reverence the truth. Men, wo- 
men and children think nothing of lying, 
and some of the poems which were writ- 
ten by the teachers and prattled off in 
queer accents by these little yellow Fili- 
pinos must have seemed strange to them. 
I give here a specimen poem as it was ac- 
tually recited by a bright little fellow of 
ten. It is entitled ‘“‘The Truthfu] Washing- 
ton,’”’ 

TRUTHFUL WASHINGTON, 

I am a Filipino_boy 
And not supposed to know 

About the great George Washington 
And why folks love him so. 


But I have heard it said of him 
That from his early youth 

When accused of naughty deeds 
He always spoke the truth. 


And I believe tha¢ truthful boys 
Will truthful men become, 
And be beloved by every one, 

Like the great Washington. 
JESUIT PRIESTS THE PUBLIC HIGH 
SCHOOL TEACHERS. 

It seems funny to think of Jesuit priests 
in their gowns acting as teachers of the 
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public schools o: a United States posses- 
sicn. This is the case here, nut it is 4 
necessity for the present at least. The 
cnly high school on the island is the At- 
erco of Jesuit college. It has about $00 
purils—boys, from fourteen to eighteen, 
all well dressed and bright-looking. The 
professors ure dark-faced, biack-haired 
Spanish priests, and, as far as I could 
judge from my conversation with them, 
well-educated men. Their college Luilding 
is just next to the Church of San Ignacio, 
cne of the finest churches in Manila. The 
college is very large, comprising many 
rcoms, floored with mahogany, and a 
theater, which is to be finished in native 
wocds carved by the Filipinos themselves. 
The carving of the church interior was 
dcne entirely by natives, and it equals in 
beauty, I venture, any cathedral of Eu- 
rcpe. One of the features of this college 
is its musical instruction. During my 
visit | found about twenty beys seated at 
pianos, all hammering away at their exer- 
cises at the same time, and each en a 
different key. In other rooms the boys 
were engaged in sketching, and in others 
they were carving. They show consider- 
able artistic ability, and are, the priests 
say, very good at all things along the 
lines of the beaux arts. This. school re- 
ceived, 1 understand, the most :f its in- 
come from the public school funds. 
MANILA COLLEGES. 

There are some colleg2s here in Manila 
managed by the different clerical orders, 
but none which will compare with even 
the second-class colleges of the United 
States. Each has a long list of studies in 
its curriculum, but as to practical educi- 
tion along modern lines, it is unknown. 
One of the largest colleges, St. Thomas, is 
older than any college in the United 
States, havirg been founded at least ten 
years before our Pilgrim fathers landed 
on Plymouth Rock. St. Thomae belongs 
to the Dominican friars, one of the richest 
of the clerical organizations, and one 
which has caused a vast deal of trouble 
ir: the Philippine islands. The Dominicans 
also own the College of San Juan de Le- 
tran. which was fcunded in the middle 
of the seventeenth century. It was at 
this college that Aguinaldo was educate 1], 
but he does not seem to have carried 
away pleasant memories of his school 
days. for he has been one of the chief 
enemies of the friars ever since his grad- 


uation. 

In addition to these institutions is the 
College of St. Joseph, founded by the 
Jesuits and then endowed with three 
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Jesuits in 1601 and then endowed with 
three professorships by the king of Spain 
at $10,000 each. There are also schools 
for girls here, taught chiefly by the nuns, 
such as the colleges of Santa Isabel, 
Santa Rosa and La Concordia, so that so 
far as name is concerned Manila has had 
no lack of eductional institutions, al- 
though there is probably not a city of 
its size in the world so wanting in ed- 
ucational advantages of real value. 
EDUCATED .§ FILIPINOS. 

There are many natives of the better 
classes who go to school abroad. Some 
girls are sent to the Italian convent in 
Hong Kong, and many of the young 
Filpinos have been educated in Spain. 
There are here in Manila Filipino law- 
yers, doctors and dentists. The rebellion 
against the friars which involved the 
people in war with Spain was largely 
the result of a novel written by a Filipino 
author, Jose Rizal. This man was ed- 
ucated in Germany and Spain and was 
famous throughout the far east as an 
oculist. His novel has had the same ef- 
fect here as to the friars as “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin” had in the “United States 
and it eventually caused him to be shot 
by the Spaniards. He was a poet as 


well as a novelist and is greatly be- 
loved by the Tagalos. His novel is now 


being translated into English. 
THE LORD’S PRAYER IN TAGALO. 


There are a number of native newspa- 
pers published in Manila and at other 
places throughout the Philippine islands. 
Some are in Spanish and others are in 
Tagalo. A Tagalo paper looks very 
strange to American eyes. The type 
seems to have been grabbed up at ran- 
dom and thrown into the columns with- 
regard to order or reason. The lan- 
guage is harsh, containing many nasal 
sounds and rather grating on the ear of 
the foreigner. I give you here a copy of 
the Lord’s prayer in Tagalo: 

‘Ama namin sung ma sa langit casam- 
bahin ang na gla mo. Napa sa amin ang 
cahavian mo. Sundin ang loob mo aqui 
sa lupa para nang sa langit. Higyan 
mo cama’ ngaion nang amin canin ga 
araonas. Patavarin o mo cami sa dilan 
masama.”’ 

In looking over the prayer you will no- 
tice that the most of the consonants are 
n’s and m’s and one in every eight ts a 
g. It is indeed a curious language, Nearly 
all of the names of the towns in the 
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island begin with M or N, but @ great 
many of them begin with G Still, of 
the 8,000,000 people of the Philippines at 
least one-third, if not more, speak Taga- 
lo, though comparatively few can write 
it. 

THE VISAYAN LITERATURE. 

Next to the Tagalos come the Visayansa, 
of whom there are perhaps two millions. 
They also have a language and a IUitera- 
ture, but the literature is largely made 
up of tracts published by the mission- 
aries of the Catholic church. 

The Visayan is not unlike the Tagalo, 
as may be seen from the following ex- 
tract, which I copy from one of their 
tracts merely to show you how the stuff 
looks in print. It is only one sentence, 
but it contains fifty-four words, 

“Sarang man maca-agum sang indul- 
gencia plenaria ang tagumatayon ng", 
sa dill mica confesar, cag maca 
calauat tungud sang mga caula ngan 
sang hinali cag mabug-at nga balatian 
mag hinu!su! sang ilang mga sala cag 
manaug sang santos nga ngalan ni Jesus 
cag con dili sarang machimo sini bisan 
tuyoon lamang sa salud sang cabubut- 
on.”” 

THE MOROS AND THE KORAN. 

As to the Moros, the only education 
which they have had up to now Is learning 
the Koran. The teaching Is all done by 
the Mohammedan priests. The books are 
in the Arabic characters, and the Httle 
ones squat down on the floor or the 
ground and in a sing-song tone ery out 
the prayers until they have learned them. 
They usually keep a book before them as 
they study, but as to learning to write 
essays in Arabic or as to any practical 
education, as we know it, such things are 
unknown in our Mohammedan land. 

In fact, in nearly all the islands educa- 
tion will have to begin at the ground, and 
in many of them new books will need to 
be written for the purpose of teaching. 
The superintendent of education here in 
Manila has already ordered a large num- 
ber of books, and before this letter is 
pubHshed some 20,000 will already have 
arrived and be in the hands of the people. 

A great many of the books are in Span- 
ish, but it seems to me thar this language 
should be changed for English just as soon 
as possible. The quicker we can open the 
doors of our literature, religion and ideas 
of political morality to these people the 
quicker we can make them respectable 
American citizens. I doubt if much can 
be done until they have learned the Eng- 
lish language, and it seems to me that the 
chief hope is in the children and not in 
the grown-ups, who have been bred and 
raised in Spanish corruption.

every day. The first and most important 
work is to collect money for a campaign 
fund. That duty falls to the chairman 
and the treasurer of the national commit- 
tee. Circular letters and personal letters 
are sent out to individuals and to great 
corporations. Many of the great corpor- 
ate interests contribute to both campaign 
funds, that they may have friends in 
power, no matter what the result may be. 
Large contributions are also obtained Dy 
the personal solicitation of the chairman 
and the treasurer, both of whom must 
have an extensive acuuaintance ainong 
men of large wealth. Because of the civil 
service regulations no money is raised by 
rolitical assessménts. Every dollar re- 
ceived is, in theory at least, a voluntary 
contribution. 

The management of a national cam- 
paign is probably the only business in the 
world involving the collection and ex- 
penditure of millions of dollars in a 
period of three months that is conductod 
without the assistance of a bookkeeper, 
and at the same time managed without 
extravagance. The chairman is the only 
nan who knows to a cent how much 
money is received and how much paid 
out, because he alone handles the secret 
service and emergency funds. The bulk 
of the money, however, is turned over ‘+o 
the treasurer, who keeps it in bank and 
draws checks for all bills presented to him 
with proper vouchers and audit. 

Firet in ‘mportance in the mass cf work 
that confronts the campaign managers 
when they open headquarters is the 
preparation of literature. A great varieiy 
of political information, well written and 
arranged, must be embodied in small 
books, circulars, letters, posters anc 
pamphlets. Many expert writers are em- 
ployed and well paid, while the mass of 
stuff submitted by outsiders is carefully 
examined, and such as proves availabie 
is accepted and paid for. Experts are 
employed to search the records of con- 
gress and the departments in Washington 
for facts and figures that may be useful 
and convincing. The chief document is- 
sued is known as the campaign text-book. 
One million or more copies are printed in 
less than one month. The volume is call- 
ed a text-book, because it supplies the in- 
formation used in political addresses bY 
the hundreds of men employed to make 
speeches daring the campaign. 
ae great quantity and variety of other 
literature, including poems, songs, con- 
densed statistics about finance, coinage, 
the tariff and other issues, and speeches 
in congress of prominent party leaders, 
is delected and enough printed to supply 
every voter in the country. The cos. of 
printing the literature of one party, the 
matter selected by the national commit- 
tee, varies from $100.000 to $250,000, and 
the expense of distribution is nearly 458 

uch. 

While the chairman of the national 
committee and his assistants are prepar- 
ing the literature, they have in opera- 
tion a “speakers” bureau, where men are 
employed to make speeches at any place 
to which they may be assigned. A nd 
prominent party jegaders, senators an 

congressmen, volunteer their services for 
a limited number of speeches. They eX- 
pect no compensation, but their traveling 


expenses are paid from headquarters. 
The great army of speakers of less repu- 
tation, the men classed as ‘‘spellbinders,”’ 
are hired and paid by the national com- 
mittee. With few exceptions their 
speeches pass through the hands of a 
careful censor before the men are sent 
out. The pay of these speakers rang¢s 
from $500 for one speech down to $10 a 
week and expenses, the prices being regu- 
lated by the reputation of the speaker 
and his ability to interest and hold an au- 
djence. These men are held to strict ac- 


count in the matter of expenses and are | 


required to present vouchers with their 
bills 

It sometimes happens that popular ora- 
tors, whose volunteer services are gladly 
accepted, prove very costly campaigners. 
Novtone at national] headquarters would 
presume to question their expense ac- 
counts. In 1896 a very popular volunteer 
speaker turned into the Chicago head- 
quarters of his party an expense bill of 
$1,200 for a trip to a nearby state, where 
he made one speech, $1,000 of this sum 
representing, it is said, his losses at 
poker while on the trip. The account 
was paid. 

Arrangements for public meetings to 
which hired or volunteer speakers are de- 
tailed are made through state and local 
committees. From these minor organiza- 
tions the demand for outside speakers is 
always in excess of the supply. 

The man in charge of the speakers’ bu- 
reau is in daily communication by tele- 
graph with his army of orators. They 
report to him where they are and how 
they are received. In addition local lead- 
ers report to him upon the speakers and 
the result of their efforts. If a man proves 
dull or unsatisfactory in one locality he 
is immediately ordered elsewhere or re- 
called. 

Campaign managers depend to some ex- 


‘tent upon the newspapers and information 


about political conditions in remote sec- 
tions of the country, and the clipping and 
reading bureau at headquarters is an im- 
portant detail. The press committee or 
trusted subordinates have also to deal 
with the owners of scores of small papers 
who demand a cash consideration for 
supporting the ticket. Most of this busi- 
ness is regarded as blackmail, but party 
managers submit rather than risk the loss 
of a few votes in a close state. The owner 
or editor of such a paper goes to head- 
quarters and makes a statqement as to the 
circulation and influence of his publica- 
tion, and then offers to publish a cer- 
tain amount of advertising during the 
campaign and support the ticket for & 
fixed sum, to be paid in advance. He 
usually has some friend in the local or- 
ganization to speak a good word for him. 
If his demand is not too extravagant the 
support of his publication is secured by 
paying him for the advertisement five or 
ten times his customary rates. 

By the end of August the campaign 
work here outlined has been arranged so 
carefully that it goes forward in charge 
of subordinates at national headquarters 
with few hitches or interruptions. The 
chairman of the national committees now 
take stock of their funds. They usually 
want more money and often a great deal 
more. They send forth letters and ap- 
peals, alarming in tone, and call together 
the rich and liberal givers of the party. 

They always manage to replenish the 
treasury. While they are gathering more 
funds they have trusted’ experts at work 
gathering reports from state, county and 
distrist committees of the probable vote 
that will be polled for the candidates of 
each party. Careful calculations are made 
and in a few days the experts hand to the 
national chairmen condensed and detailed 
tables showing how each state will vote 
on election day if the first poll of the 
votes was approximately correct. The ac- 
curacy of these early forecasts would aa- 
tonish the general public and they are not 
guesses, but eful mathematical calcu- 


ing everything in 


lations based on reports and records. Men 
who become expert at this work com- 
mand high pay. These figures disclose to 
the chairmen the doubtful states, and 
the weak points in their plan of cam- 
paign. Within a week they have doubled 
the number of speakers in certain sec- 
tions, flogded entire states with new lit- 
erature and issued the most extravagant 
but positive statements about the out- 
look in other localities in the hope of in- 
fluencing those voters who want to be 
with the winning party. 

When this stage of a national campaign 
is reached the expenditures are limited 
only by the dmount of money on hand of 
in prospect. If the funds are ample, $50,000 
a day or more is. paid out from head- 
quarters. If ngcessary to economize 
speakers are lafd off, literature curtailed 
and state committees notified to expect 
no further financial assistance. In any 
event the chairman of each national 
committee puts aside an emergency fun«l 
which may be $100,000 or $1,000,000. This 
fund is kept in cash ready for instant use, 
and the amount of it is known only to 
the chairman, if any record of payments 
from it is kept the entries are merely 
lump sums sent to —-— state or city. 

State and local leaders, in addition to 
the routine information from the na- 
tional chairmen, have organized anf 
perfected a vast secret service for their 
own information. They send out secret 
agents from headquarters te report upon 
conditions where results are in doubt or 
local management unsatisfactory. Thus 
they determine the points where extraor- 
dinary efforts may win a victory. In 
this work the secret service fund is ex- 
pended. Wherever a reliable worker is 
able to show that he can get a certain 
number of votes for the party if sup- 
plied with a certain amount of money 
for extra work the money is provided, 
if the national chairman has it. 

The work is called ‘‘still hunting,’ and 
the details of it are never made public. 
There is no intention on the part of the 
writer to convey the impression that any 
part of this work is bribery or the buy- 
ing of votes. Under present political con- 
ditions in this country a man who wernt 
to the headquarters of a party and pro- 
posed to buy and deliver any number 
of votes would be put out in a hurry. 
But when a tried and trusted party work- 
er says he can carry a eity, county, 
ward or district if he has so much money 
for expenses he need not submit an 
itemized account of the expenditure. 

The last ten days of a campaign are 
days of anxiety to every manager unless 
the political situatid¢m so favors one 
party that no accident or error could 
possibly change the anticipated result. 

That is the period when every possible 
preczuition is taken to avoid a second 
Burchard incident and when secret service 
work is’ prosecuted with vigor on both 
sid=s wherever it premises to aid in the 
general result. Tne expert calculators 
are kept busy, final polls are made and 
reports are obtained from every section, 
and unless the contest is going to be very 
close, experienced manager in nation 
and state can tell within a few hundred or 
thousand votes how tle election is going 
The figures upon which they rely are 
never made public. The fight toward the 
end is often largely a bluff, each side claim 
order to influence 
every hesitating voter who wants to vole 
with the winning side. No matter how 
certain a result May appear before elec- 
tion. there is no let up in work while the 
money holds out, no relaxation of vigi- 
lance anywhere, because every campaign 
maneger with a reputation at stake re- 
members Burchard. 

The money expended by the national 
committees is only a small part of the to- 
tal cost of campaigns and elections 
throughout the country. In the larger 
states each party organization spends 
from $100,000 to upward of $1,000,000 work- 
ing for the state tickets. The party ex- 


perditures in large cities are enormous, 
and the expenses of thousands of candi- 
dates throughout the country cannot be 
ascertained The entire system of cam- 
paigning has been reduced to a matter of 
business in this country and during the 
past twenty years the increase in the cash 
expenditure has been close to one hundred 
fold. Experienced politicians estimate 
that the total cost of national, ‘state and 
local chmpaigns and elections in 1900 will 
largely exceed $100,000,000, It may console 
the masses of the people to know that the 
major portion of the cost is born by men 
who live wr profit by the business of poli- 
tics.

Ashapely damsel dressed as the duke 
of Reichtadt, “lAigion,”’ of the famous 
b4¥ how running in Paris, stands like a 
Sate. Beside her is a chubby little boy 
dressed as the Aigion, who also 
“ands like a statue. The powdered 
Marquise calls him ‘“‘automatic imitation 
“Sarah Bernhardt,” and to prove her 
Yonis she taps him on the stomach, 
the chubby boy utters guttural 
“nds. The crowd laughs uproariously, 
be tome enter the Roulotte. Not many, 
‘ver; for the people who will stand 
fot an hour laughing at the outside in- 
aities will grumble vastly at a good 
blay for Which they have had to pay 
pence. 
The Palais des Congres is at the west 
1 the opposite side of the Rue de 
I had a conversation with an 
d guardian of that dignified building 
Mthe Rue de Paris. The old guardian 
fid not disapprove of all this levity. He 
™8 tolerant. ‘Only,’ he said, ‘“‘that 
8 for the foreigners. No Parisian would 
“et go to the Rue de Paris. For us 
tis not up to the mark. We have 
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gradiose, vous savez, in these little 
shows. And then,’ he added in a confi- 
dential tonga and with a _ significant! 
wink, “‘they have taken all the wit out 
of their plays. Oui, oul; it is now only 
for the strangers. Oui voulez-vous, mon 
bon monsieur, que volez-vous? What 
would you, my good monsieur, what 
waquid you?” 

Still there were Parisians there all the 
same, for I saw senators and deputies, 
and ex-military officers, and other deco- 
rated personages, presumably grave and 
reverend seigneurs, laughing like children 
at seeing a servant girl drop a plate in 
one of the plays, while her mistress 
screamed at her awkwardness and broke 
@ soup tureen in her rage. 

The first place I strolled into was the 
*‘Manoir a l’Envers,’’ that is to say the 
“mansion house turned upside down.” 
The idea was cleverly carried through. 
The house was supported by the chim- 
neys and the turrets, and one entered 
at the garrett, and climbed successive 
stories till the ground floor was reached. 
I saw an English lady with two young 
girls aPout to enter. One of the girls 
turned round at the last moment with 
an expression of comical fright. “Good 
gracious, auntie,’’ she cried, ‘have we to 
walk upside down?’ Even this idea is 
carried out as far as possible by an 
arrangement of mirrors by which the 
people who are ascending appear to be 
descending the steps. 

There is not'muech tn the 
l’Envers.’’ In the first story 
little theater with a bar, with American 
drinks. The theater is devoted to the 
service of a young lady ‘‘thought-readecr,”’ 
who with bandaged eyes told the numbets 
on coins, and the like achievement which 
seemed to entertain the audience vastly. 
A country clergyman was sitting there, 
completely ‘‘knocked out’’ by these feats. 

On the roof, or the basement, which 
was delightfully cool, an enormously fut 
lady, known as Baby Gomeau, discourses 
sweet music, singing, ‘“‘I am the smile that 
wreathes us about,” and “‘Come close to 
my heart.”’ which owing to her propcer- 
tions would have been difficult if not im- 
pessible. The admission fee to this place 
was one franc, and there was a collec- 
tion for the clairvoyant and you were ex- 
tected to drink a hock, 40 centimes, while 
listening to the Baby. The prices at most 
of the little theaters of the street run 
from 1 pence to 10 pence. 

The Palais de Danse, which was not 
rarticuiarly well filled when [ saw it, 
gave all that it professed to exhibit. There 
were characteristic English, Spanish, 
Greek, Russian and Italian dancers, all 
wrapped round with a little pantomunic 
story, and the dancing was good. The 
Theater des Bonshommes Guillaume is 
the theater of marionettes, very cleverly 
arranged end for people who like that 
kind of fun. excruciatingly funny. The 
Jardin des Chansons is simply an ordi- 
mary cafa-concert transported to the Rue 
de Paris. The singing is not so good as 
in an oriinary cafe-concert of Paris, but 
on the other hand the visitor can sit in 4 
cool place, and if so inclined smoke his 
pipe. The crier at the door yells out this 
fact incessantly as though it were the 
great attraction. To the fagged brain of 
the sightseer it probably is. The Troups6 
Espagnole consists of sixty children, boys 
cnd girla, of ages ranging from six to 
fourteen. They dance the national dances 
of Spain in their picturesque costumes, 
and they are national genivses in the art 
of the light fantastic toe. I sew one girl 
of twelve who danced a cachuca with a 
perfect diablerie of expression and verve. 
Were any cone of the more noted dancers 
capable of such a performance, she would 
set two continents ablaze, as this child 
may yet do. It was amusing to see the 
troop of !ittle girls, the performance over, 
promenading in their little round caps, 
and their dainty costumes ali alike. 

The Grand Guignol gives an up-to-date 
little piece of Parisianism with the Amef- 
ican biograph thrown in. The Theater 
des Auteursgais was one of those I sat 
cut—one of those bright pieces of spar- 
kling imagination and genuine study of 
human nature for which Courteline is 
noted. It was like intellectual meringues 
and champxgne. When we come to the 
Theater Loie Fuller we are in contact 
with something more serious. The Japan- 
ese troupe has become a great success 
in Paris, and when I entered the theater

I found that, contrary to my experience 
of all the other theaters in the Rue de 
Paris, it was crowded. The Japanese 
play is simply in construction, so one cau 
follow the incidents with perfect ‘ntelll- 
Bence. A young knight, Nagoya, who is 
hiance to Orihime, is foolish enough one 
day to enter the quarter of the Gelshas, 
where he encounters the dazzling beauty 
of Katsouraghi. He forgets his promise 
of fidelity and falls desperately in love 
with Katsouraghi. This brings him into 
conflict with Banza, another knight, who 
is also enamoured of the frail beauty. A 
duel ensues, but Katsouraghi prevents 
fatalities. Orihime finding herself desert- 
ed by Nagoya sets out in search of him, 
and at length finds him in the quarter of 
the Geishas. She induces him to leave the 
place and to escape from Katsouraghi. 
They repair to a Buddhist temple. Kat- 
souraghi, whose jealousy is aroused, fol- 
lows them to the door of the temple, but 
the priests forbid her the entrance. In 
grder to cvercome the difficulty she pro- 
poses to them to dance in honor of the 
Buddhist deity, and succeeds so well that 
presently she has all the priests them- 
selves indulging in a furious saraband. 
Katsourayni discovers the retreat of the 
affianced couple, and tries to kill Orfhime. 
A guardian of the temple arrives in tire 
to save Orihime and Katse@uraghi herself 
is killed in the struggle. Se dies in the 
arms of the Knight she toved. 

The play opened with the national 
dance of Japan. a mixture of the capering 
of a monkey, the war dance of an Apache 
indian, and the antics of a schoolboy, 
but full of spirit and vigor. 

The Geisha of the plece was represent- 
ed by one of the beauties of Japan, who 
is, Iam told, the only woman on the stage 
in that progressive state. She is consid- 
ered very pretty, with her petite figure, 
her almond eyes clewed up, her black hair 
like a horse’s mane brushed out at the 
sides and arranged in wierd convoluiions. 
She came in clumping and waddling on 
boots, which were double, triple and 
quadruple soled to a thickness of twelve 
inches. 

The play of expression on the faces of 
the actors was not the mere elevation of 
the eyebrows or the grimace of the mouth 
of our stage. age was exhibited with the 
whole frame quivering, the eyes rolling 
about and the lips working up and down 
with impressWe realism of fury. The 
love making was dore with a coquetry, 
an archness of glance and a sweet inno- 
cence on the part of the lady that was in 
itself a universal language, not to be 
misunderstood of any, no matter what 
tongue he might speak. But the.duel was 
superb. It was not like the French duel, 
in which the preliminary ceremonies are 
so serious and final result so absurd. 
These Japanese wanted to get at each 
other, and Katsouraghi in endeavoring 
to separate them displayed the strength 
and agility of a professional wrestler, 
while the two knights with their horse- 
hair bristling on their heads leaped and 
bounded about the stage like acrobats, 
and banged away with their swords like 
demons possessed. 

The death scene was really very fine 
and Katsouraghi was terrible in energy 
and pathos. There is a pristine vigor 
about these little Japs that is quite re- 
freshing after the languid drawing room 
deaths of our popular tragediennes, Kat- 
souraghi dies like one who struggles with 
her whole soul against death and suc- 
cumbs at length only when the spirit is 
rent out of her body. Her death would be 
great on any stage. 

The acting of these Japanese which, 
though containing much that was gro- 
tesque and exaggerated to eastern minds, 
but, no doubt, all in accordance with 
the ‘“‘conventions” of the Japanese, was 
in refreshing contrast to the conventions 
of our stage, where the leading lady 
comes simpering in, smfling at her friends 
in the boxes, and where conversation 
never heard in human society is carried 
on in voices never heard in human con- 
versation. and where, after each act, the 
leading lady and the leading gentleman 
come to the footlights to present them- 
selves once more to the audience. 

Laie Fuller is as popular as ever, of 
course. She has introduced some new ef- 
fects, and ‘gives, as I heard a French- 
man express it, “the supernatural at the 
hour fixed.”” The hour fixed is a quarter 
past nine- V. GRIBAYEDOFF. 
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To Remove Spots 
and Stains. 


O WAR successfully with spots anc 
| stains ono needs a simple armamen! 


and a little knowledge. 

This is some part of the knowledge: 
Fruit ‘stains of every sort will do no harm 
to things washable if they are wet 
through and through with alcohol hefore 
going in tha wash. peers, ee 
those éf wine upon table linen, will come 
out if they are first wet with cold water 
and then have a stream of bolling water 
poured through them for two or three 
minutes. Stains wpon silk or stuff, or a 
fancy frock beyond laundry possibilities, 
may be got rid of thus: Fold a cheese 
cloth square thickly and lay it smooth 
upon the board. Over that stretch the 
stained stuff smoothly, right side down. 
If there is a lining. rip it so as to get at 
the under aide. But first brush not only 
the stain, but the whole garment thor- 
oughly, so as to remove al] the invisible 
dust and prevent the cleansing from leav- 
ing an ugly cirele, worse than the spot it- 
eelf. Pour a Uttle aleohol through the 
spot and dab the place hard with a soft, 
clean rag. Shift the spot over a fresh 
place on the cheese cloth, .and pour on 
more alcohol, using just enough to drench 
the spot itself without spreading. Do this 
two or three times, then look on the right 
side. 

An acid stain has most likely taken 
out the color. Most times it may be 
brought back by sponging the right side 
very delicately with ammonia spirit. But 
it is well to try the ammonia first on a 
scrap of the stuff, as it may change the 
unspotted surface, and thus do more 
harm than‘good. Greens in wash stuff 
may be renewed with weak alum water, 
but here, as with the ammonia, try it 
first upon a scrap. 

CLEANING WoOoL.L. 

Greasy and resinous spots, as those of 
machine oil, wagon grease, tar, pine and 
cedar resins, ought to be also cleaned 
right side down on the folded cloth. Wet 
them first with the alcohol, next very 
plentifully with turpentine, and jast of all 
with benzine. Between each wetting shift 
the spots over a clean place. Pour every- 
thing in a very small, but steady stream, 
so it shall go right through the spot, but 
not much outside it. After wetting rub 
hard a minute with a soft rag. When the 
cloth underneath shows white, turn the 
Spot over and wipe the right side quickly 
with a clean rag wet in alcohol, Dry 
quickly, in the sun if possible; let the 
garment alr for six hours, then cover the 
Spots upon the wrong side with a damp, 
not a wet, cloth, and press with a very 
hot iron, If the spots want stiffening dip 
@ tooth brush lightly in the gum arabic, 
hold it six inches above the wrong side of 
the cloth, and pass the finger across it, 
80 aS to Spaiter the gum in fine spray 
where it will do mogt good, then let the 
garment lie a few minutes before ironing. 

SPOTS ON SILK. 

Grease spots, pure and simple, upon 
delicately colored silks are pest treated 
With either French chalk or corn starch. 
Powder the chalk fine and fill two little 
cheese cloth bags loosely with it. Lay one 
bag upon the board, stretch the grease 
Spot, right side down over it, and cover 
the spot with the second bag, patting it 
Out Mat. The chalk ought to be Only a 
quarter of an inch thick, Set a heavy 
hot lron upon top of the upper bag. and 
leaVe lt Lhere jor Several minutes—of 
course, taking care that it does not 
scorch the uncovered silk, Remove the 
iron and the chalk bags, then ir the spot 
nas het wholly disappeared, shake Wp 
‘he bags, SU 45 lO vFring fresh chalk tv the 
argent and repeat the whole process un-

, y the cloth and put 
On another, Mixing a little orrig root in 
powder through the chalk gives a deli- 
cate freshness to the Sarment. In folds 
or gathers where the swab cannot go 
sprinkle the powder thickly, and brush 
off half an hour later. Ice cream Stains, 
indeed, can be 
taken out by pouring alcoho! through 
from the wrong side, but commonly leave 
a mark. Many times this mark will van- 
ish if it is covered with the powdered 
chalk and left to Me a day or two. In 
taking spots out of cloth always rub with 
the nap, never across or against it. 

UGLY STAINS. 

Keep grass stains wet with alcohol for 
half an hour by pouring on a very little 
at a time before attempting to wash them 
out. They’ are harder to get rid of than 
ink stains, and once through the wash, 
or half cleaned, are indelible. After soak- 
ing with the alcohol wash them very 
quickly, using soft tepid water, white 
soap and a small stiff bristled brush. 
First wet the brush and rub it back and 
forth with a sort of scooping motion, 
then mNnse the bristles well, and rub on 
a little soap. Brush hard for a minute, 
then turn the stain wrong side up, and 
brush, using clear water plentifully, but 
keeping the stain pressed down in the 
folded cloth, so the water will not spread. 

When wine or ink is spilled, never try 
to sop it up with a dry cloth; use one 
wrung out hard instead. ‘A dry cloth will 
smear and spread it, the wet one soak it 
up. Boiling water poured through takes 
fresh ink stains out of cloth. From paper 
they are best dissolved with alcohol, lay- 
ing the stained leaf over many thick- 
nesses of blotting paper. Alcohol further 
takes ink stains off the fingers, also 
berry stains and those made by peeling 
fruit in quantity. Vinegar has much the 
same property. So has the peel of a sour 
apple or the half of a green tomato. 
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O an American, an adequate com- 
prehension of the tremendous popu- 
lousness of China is almost impos- 


sible. This country has nothing to Aap- 


proach it. The densest slums of the great 
American cities with their teeming tene- 
ments give but a faint idea of China’s 
swarming communities. The very farm- 
ing districts are as over-crowded as our 
great American cities. It is this vast 
and ever increasing population which 
constitutes the main danger to the civil- 
ized nations, of a war which should in- 
volve the whole Chinese people. The 
mere force of numbers of those millions, 
uncounted and unreckonable with any de- 
gree of accuracy, would wear down a 
vast army. An admiral of the American 
navy, who has traveled in China, put the 
case tersely a few weeks ago when he 
said, that all the armies of the world 
might be kept busy for twenty years kill- 
ing Chinamen and there would still be 
enough left to be a serious menace to 
mankind, should the survivors unite in 
war. 

Statistics in China are the merest guess- 
work, but it is highly probable that all 
given estimates fall short of, rather than 
exceed, the conditions. Mr. Archibald 
Little, the traveler, gave, in a recent lec- 
ture in Shanghai, an idea of the condi- 
tions in the province of Szechuan at the 
present time. Szechuan is an _ inland 
province, about 600 by 400 miles in extent, 
made up of mountain ranges, a most un- 
favorable locality for farming; neverthe- 
less, the populace supports itself mainly 
by the raising of tiny crops on minute 
plots of land. Mr, Little said that in 
traveling through it in any direction it 
was impossible for days at a time to find 
a vacant spot large enough to pitch a 
small tent upon. Frequently, the said, the 
Chinese farmer would climb a filght of 
3.000 stone steps to a piece of land no 
more than ten or twelve feet square—and 
this economy of space went on to the 
very topmost point of all the moun- 
tains. While Mr. Little was traveling 
through Szechuan a boy of nine or ten 
years fell in one day with his traveling 
party and plodded sturdily along all day, 
keeping up bravely with the retinue, 
taking dust, heat and hil] climbing as 
patiently as the grown men. He was 
naked, save for a loin cloth, and without 
food or money. At night Mr. Little, who 
speaks the language, asked him where he 
was going, to which he replied: “To Su 
Low, to carry coal.” 

“But.” said Mr. Little, “you cannot 
earry coal, you are too young,”’ 

“Oh,” said the little man, “I can carry 
fifteen baskets in a day, for which I will 
be paid seventeen cash (about 1% cents).”’ 

“Have you eaten today?” inquired Mr, 
Little. 

“No,” said the brave little fellow, “but 
I’m not hungry.” 

As there was still about thirty miles of 
hard hill road to be got over before 
reaching Su Low one can conceive some- 
thing of the mora] courage of that child. 

Amidst unutterable poverty, disorder 
and confusion of confusions, despite over- 
population, pestilence and famine, the 
Chinaman increases and multiplies unin- 
terruptedly. This is in part due to the 
universal desire for children, progeny who 
shall hand down the name and family 
blood through their long generations. All 
the miseries of existence have no terrors 
for the Chinaman so long as he is raising 
children ta worship at the ancestral 
tombs. His individuality he counts as 
nought if he only may turn to his family 
and with pathetic devotion dies within the 
charmed circle. Ask him how long he 
has lived in a certain locality and he 
will answer 800 or 1,000 years, meaning 
that fcr that length of time his family 
has perpetuated itself and left the records 
of its tombs there. If death claim his 
legitimate children he looks to the chil- 
dren of his concubine or to those of some 
relative whom he adopts, to perpetuate 
the family nafhe and traditions. Failing 
this. he has recourse to a method which 
to occidental morality is somewhat start- 
ling; he hires for a year a friend's wife 
who has a reputation for fecundity, hop- 
ing thus to repair the fortunes of his line 
and to escape heaven's worst curse, that 
of childlessness. 

From time to time the Chinese have 
paid the penalty of their conditions of hfe, 
and nature, ‘“‘auditing her accounts with 


/ swept away its millions, 


decimating plague and famine. But the 
recuperative ability of the race, after 
such loss of life, is without parallel. Chi- 
nese annals. with every evidence of au- 
thenticity, state that after the Black 
Plague of the Fourteenth Century had 
the birth rate 
showed an increase that was almost in- 
credible. The birth of triplets through- 
out China was of common occurrence, and 
infant mortality decreased to a very small 
percentage. 

Love for his children is the dominant 
emotion in the Chinaman’s heart. Pa- 
tient under abuse, ridicule and ill treat- 
ment of himself, he will endure no harm 
to his children. Lay a hand upon them 
and vou see him descending wild-eyed, in 
multitudes from his mud hovels, every 
man with a heart full of sorrow and sav- 
agery, bent on your destruction. It is 
by appeal to this feeling that the secret 
socicty men of China are now arousing 
widespread sentiment against al] for- 
elgners. Inder their teachings, millions 
of the coolie class are coming to believe 
that all foreigners are kidnapers, and that 
the eves of the Chinese children are used 
for making medicine. There is a story 
being scattered broadcast at this moment 
to th effect that the railroads lay the 
foundation of their bridges in children’s 
bones. ‘That belief is at the root of much 
of the antagonism to the building of rail- 
roads All over the country the Chinese 
are guarding their wells lest the foreign- 
ers put poison in them. Less than 500 
years ago our ancestors held precisely the 
same superstitions as do the Chinese to- 
day. During the fourteenth century 
they persecuted and burned alive thou- 
sands of Jews for the supposed pofsoning 
of wells, and during the great mortality 
caused by the bubonic plague in 1448, (1449- 
1460) the Jews were considered as having 
brought the fearful mortality upon the 
Christians and in Mayence alone, 12,0v0 
Jews were burned alive by the infuriated 
people. It was reported all over BDurope 
that the Jews received poison from remote 
places which they prepared with spiders, 
owls and snakes, in order to destroy the 
children of the Christians. 

In superstitions and prejudices the Chi- 
naman is today where the European was 
five centuries back. Owing to the severity 
of the purely animal struggle for exist- 
ence, his instinct of isolation, and his un- 
penetrable egotism, the oriental has stood 
still, while the rest of the world has ad- 
vanced. : 

Under favorable conditions he should 
have been ahead of us, and this must be 
taken into account in reckoning with him 
as a foe, for the seeds of a higher order 
of civilization are latent in China. They 
have blossomed once aml may again 
blossom, The Chinaman’s physical charac- 
teristics, too, are such as to make him 
formidable. From the physical point of 
view he seems the fittest of all races to 
survive adverse conditions. Well built, 
possessed of marvelous ‘endurance, with 
an unequaled power of racial perpetua- 
tion, inured to al] hardships, thriving 
amidst conditions of life that would wipe 
out most races, he is of the material of 
those who conquer by the very power of 
persistence. That he will ever amalga- 
mate with other peoples is highly improb- 
able. Admitting that we all sprang from 
an anthropoid race, there stil] must have 
been some characteristics peculiar to the 
stock from which the man with the al- 
mond eye came. The persistency with 
which he turns his face to tHe east and 
invokes the spirit of his ancestors, hig un- 
willmgness to associate with other men, 
his non-communicativeness, his highly re- 
ligious and superstittious nature, are wa- 
vering shadows of some far off origin, too 
long hidden away from us to find out. 

Not a little has been hastily said about 
the fighting qualities of the Chinaman, 
but we have yet to learn what he will do 
under suitable tncentive. During the Ja- 
pan-China war, we must remember, he 
was asked to fight for a cause of which 
he knew nothing. With gmall newspaper 
facilities and no common tongue (it 
should be borne In mind thar each of the 
1,800 provinces uses ajanguage peculiar to 
itself, and also that men from the dif- 
ferent provinces not only cannot con- 
verse with each other. but usually, owing 
to their clannishness, hate each other) 
poorly paid and poorly fed, he was hus- 
tled to the front and asked to fight for a 
cause of which he had never heard. Men

It is almost as essential that table and
